The Otto F. Andrle Stained Glass 
and Art Institute Inc.

The Otto F. Andrle Stained Glass and Art Institute was formed in 1913 by 
Otto F. Andrle and Jacob J. Diebolt with studios at the corner of 
Johnson Park and Elmwood Avenue in Buffalo, New York. 


Among their first major commissions were the windows for St. Mary's 
Church on Transit Road in Swormville, New York which were produced in 
1915. Also produced were the windows for St. Mary Magdalene Church on 
Fillmore Avenue in Buffalo, including two eighteen by twenty-four foot 
trancept windows, the largest in the city at the time. 


In 1921, the Otto F. Andrle Stained Glass and Art Institute was 
incorporated with twenty-five thousand dollars of capital stock. The 
officers were Otto F. Andrie, his brother Aloysius P. Andrie, and Henry 
Odenwald. The company was formed for the manufacture, production and 
sale of stained glass windows and other decorative glass, and to do 
mural painting and decoration and all other incidental work. 


About this time, the studios were moved to 35-37-39 East Huron Street 
where they remained until about 1929. During the period from 1924 to 
1926, they produced the windows for St. Gerard's Church and Chapel and 
St. Brigid's Church in Buffalo and the magnificent windows for Our Lady 
of Victory Basilica in Lackawanna, New York. 


With the onset of the depression, business fell off and in 1930 Otto F. 
Andrle became associated with the Von Gerichten Studios of Columbus, 
Ohio and continued work in studios at 84 West Huron Street in Buffalo 
until his death in 1933. 


Otto F. Andrle 
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Otto Francis Andrle, founder and president of the Otto F. Andrle Stained 
Glass and Art Institute, Inc., was born and educated in Buffalo, New 
York. He was a student of Lars G. Sellstedt, the noted Buffalo artist. 


Early in his youth, he completed an apprenticeship with Florian Feyl, 
frescoing, and studied stained glass painting in the studios of Booth 
and Riester, later the Buffalo Stained Glass Works, the pioneer 
craftsmen of the art in Buffalo. 


From about 1893 until 1902 he operated his own painting and decorating 
business, Andrle & Co. at 222-224 Genesee Street in Buffalo. The Teck 
and Star theaters were among the many Buffalo homes, schools and 
churches that exhibited his work. 


He was interested in music also. At the age of eight, he conducted an 
orchestra composed of sons of former pupils of his father Francis 
Andrle, the oldest of whom were 12 or 14 years old. He was a member of 
the Buffalo Orpheus for 14 years and sang in the choir of St. Louis 
Church as well. His musical composition "Lullaby, Little Blue Eyes 
Close" was published in 1901. 


After the destruction of St. Louis Church at Main and Edward Streets in 
Buffalo in a spectacular 1885 fire, Otto F. Andrle helped organize the 
St. Louis Dramatic Circle for the purpose of raising funds to assist in 
the reconstruction of the church. 


Their first production was "The Legend of the Catskills" in 1885 with 
Otto F. Andrle as stage manager. In 1887 "Hamlet" was produced with 
Otto F. Andrle in the lead role. Among their many other successful 
productions were "Paul Revere" in 1905, "At the Picket Line” in 1914, 
"The County Chairman" in 1929 and "The Dictator" in 1935. 


At its 50th anniversary in 1935, the St. Louis Dramatic Circle was the 
oldest amateur dramatic society in continuous existence in the country, 
and the remaining members celebrated its 75th anniversary at a dinner in 
1960. 


Otto F. Andrle made his professional acting debut in 1892 with Frank 
Mayo at the Star and Niblo's theaters in New York City, using the stage 
name Robert Saturn. 


In September 1903, Edwin Holt opened his season in "The Cardinal" at the 
National Theater in Rochester under the management of J.R. Stirling and 
Dr. P.C. Cornell of Buffalo with Otto F. Andrie as Andrea Strozzi, the 
Florentine outlaw. The Buffalo Times said "Mr. Otto F. Andrle of 
Buffalo, a leading member of the company, made a decidedly favorable 
impression by his splendid acting.” 


Being devoted to the art of painting and music he at times designed 
productions, painted scenery, composed songs and incidental music, and 
arranged and directed entire productions for the stage. 


He became a leading man in Shakespearean roles with such famous names of 
the stage as James O'Neil, Robert Mantell, Louis James, Frank Mayo and 
Charles Hanford, and played in dozens of cities from the East to the 
West coast. 


Upon his retirement from the stage, Otto F. Andrle organized the stained 
glass studio which bore his name. Often seen wearing a hat and cape and 
carrying a cane, he was a fixture at Buffalo concerts and plays for many 
years. His stained glass art work sometimes contained references to his 
dramatic career. The sharp-eyed may spot a hat and cane hidden in one 
of his windows.

culture and Economica in that 
cabinet. 

What it amounts to, according to 
political observers, is a first indi- 
cation of the cracking of Hitler’s 
fron rule. Actually’ Klitech was 
forced out because he objected too 
strenuously to the governmental 
interference with his staff, point- 
ing out that ousting all Jews meant 
killing his company’s production 
schedule and possibilities, Hugen- 
berg’s downfall in Hitler eyes 
comes from more or less the same 
reasons. 

Another Breakdown 

Meantime there have been sey- 

eral points in which the Hitlerites 


have let down the bars consider- 


ably. Announcement was made 
that persons who have mixed blood 
heritage, unless the parents were 
married since the birth of the Nazi 
regime, rvere no longer to be con- 
considered Jews for all practical 
purposes. That’s a complete back- 
down, originally the law stating 
that anyone having even one Jew- 
ish grandparent was to be consid- 
ered Jewish. 2 

With Pommer reinstalled, al- 
though a Jew, he goes back to 
complete his Ufa contract and will 
join Fox as previously planned, It 
not only means that Fox will be 
able to go ahead with its European 
plans, but that other film compa- 
ries are likely to be given a break. 
Looks as though ali of them will 
be allowed to continue their i.ctivi- 
tles jn Gezmany without interfer- 
ence.

Charles Hanford achieved a triumph at the Star Theater last 
night in his impersonation of Marc Antony. His success was 
genuine, for when he first appeared on the scene he received no 
recognition. In the scene of the murder he began to reveal his 
splendid powers, first in his grief over Caesar's body; then, 
when the slayers had departed, in his curse of them and his vow 
of vengeance. But it was in the Forum scene - the scene of 
Marc Antony's oration over Caesar's course - that he rose to 
the sublime. It was a faultless piece of reading and of 
acting. The scene has probably never been performed in a more 
powerful, truthful manner, and no actor of this generation has 
equaled Mr. Hanford in it. At the end of the second and third 
acts the curtain was rung up again and again in response to 
general outbursts of applause. 

Much interest was manifested in the appearance of three 
players who call Buffalo their mother city. The principal of 
these, Elihu R. Spencer, gained great applause in his 
impersonation of Cassius. It was, indeed, a most creditable 
piece of work, worthy of sincere admiration. But, with all 
that, the characterization may be improved in certain 


essentials. Mr. Spencer is so sincere and serious that he is 
inclined to fall into that error of vocal vehemence called 
rant. If he would study a repression both of voice and manner 


his Cassius would appear more like the living image of the 
Roman, and less unmistakably the mere theatrical counterpart 
thereof. Another point too, is Mr. Spencer's failure to denote 
the cynical trait in the character of Cassius. Lines that 
should be uttered with a sarcastic inflection accompanied by a 
sneering expression, are, contrariwise, spoken as grievous 
truths. Mr. Spencer has the ground work on which to build up a 
fine figure of Cassius, and through the conviction of faults 
and perseverance in overcoming them he may yet fulfill his 
desire of becoming as famous a Cassius as was Lawrence Barrett.

FRANK MAYO'S NEW PLAY. 


The Popular Actor Presents a New Dramatic 
Version of a Well Known Novel. 


Under the disadvantages of insufficient rehearsals and a 
company of players not at present thoroughly disciplined by 
long association together Mr. Frank Mayo presented his dramatic 
version of Wilkie Collins's peculiar story "Man and Wife" to a 
large and friendly audience at the Academy of Music last 
evening. As a whole the performance was one of much merit. 

The play will need much pruning and is susceptible of 
considerable re-arrangement. In making his adaptation Mr. Mayo 
has endeavored to follow the main thread of Collins' story, but 
he has also attempted to change the novelist's conception of 
some of the principal characters. For example he has 
endeavored to inject a current of gruff humor into the role of 
Geoffry Delamayne, young college bred athlete and has 
eliminated from the character of all those repressing phases, 
which the circumstances of his birth and aristocratic 
surroundings, as set forth in the novel influence him. Mr. 
Mayo's idea is that of a well-born, well-raised human animal. 
The conception is a clever one and very adroitly carried out on 
the stage by Mr. Mayo. But, unfortunately, it is one that 
cannot at its best command only little respect and certainly no 
sympathy from a miscellaneous audience. The next most 
important male role is that of Sir Patrick Lundy. This was 
played ina placid, gentlemanly fashion by Mr. Henry Lee, but 
the impersonation was necessarily a colorless and weak one, 
through no fault of the actor. As Ann Sylvester Miss Kathleen 
Kerrigan was overweighted. She played with evident 
earnestness, but she has neither the experience nor the power 
to carry out the author's intentions. She is, however, a young 
woman of much promise although she is not yet a Clara Morris. 
The two best played and most effective roles were those of 
Bishopriggs, wonderfully well done by Mr. Edwin F. Mayo, and 
Hester Dethridge, rendered with much force and discretion by 
Miss Mary Levere. The others in the cast do not call for 
especial mention. 

The piece will no doubt go more smoothly and be more 
acceptable after a few more representations, but whether it 
will bring fortune and add materially to the thespian fame of 
Mr. Mayo is an open question. 

A very amusing incident occurred at the close of the fourth 
act. Geoffry had sullenly consented to accept the betrayed Ann 
as his lawful wife and the act curtain fell upon the scene of 
their departure together. As there had already been four 
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seeming entr' acts and as the couple appeared to have arranged 
their difficulties and as it was quite late two thirds of the 
audience thought the play was over and started to leave the 
theatre. It was only by the strenuous efforts of Manager John 
Meech and the ushers that the crowd was turned back, but a good 
many of them were too chagrined at their precipitancy to resume 
their seats. 

The whole thing was funny, very funny to those who had 
remained seated, awaiting the conclusion of the play, which is 
really the most effective and thrilling portion of it. The 
stampede must have been a great surprise to Mr. Mayo and his 
company. — cs a .

Frank Mayo Opens His Season at the 
Academy With a New Play. 


It Promises to Be a Success, and to Enhance 
the Reputation of Its Actors. 


To see Frank Mayo in anew play at the Academy at this time 
of the year is like bidding a friend godspeed on a journey. 
Although not Strictly speaking a Butfalo actor, Mayo has as 
warm a following socially as any actor who comes to Buffalo, 
and for several seasons he has made this city and this theater 
the starting-point of his tour on the road. The audience that 
gathered last evening at the Academy to see his latest drama 
was friendly disposed and willing to overlook any roughnesses 
incident to a first night, but truth to tell they were 
Surprised by the excellent promise which the performance gives 
of a prosperous season. 

"The Athlete” is built of material forged and cast by Wilkie 


Collins in his famous novel "Man and Wife," wherein he 
satirized the athletic craze, and utilized the Scotch marriage 
laws in laying his plot. An adaptation for the stage was made 


many years ago, but what became of it nobody seems to know. 

Mr. Mayo has found certain differences of time and space hard 
to reconcile, and is obliged to bring his characters together 
in places convenient for dramatic purposes, at the sacrifice 
sometimes of probability. The scenes generally do not admit of 
much embellishment, though a few special sets of canvas are 
shown. The chief strength of the play lies in the strongly 
outlined characters, and the closely woven texture of the plot. 
Readers of Collins will easily appreciate that this would 
naturally result. The author's plot may suffer a little in 
dramatic recital, but his characters live in the embodiments 
given them by Mayo's company. 

Mayo Senior plays the title role, Geoffrey Delamayne, with 
the nonchalance, the self-poise, the briskness and grace which 
characterized his D'Artagnan. It is not a noble character, and 
cannot appeal to the observer's sympathy, but it is amusing, 
graphic, and lifelike - as Mayo's personations ever are. Harry 
Lee plays the prominent role of Sir Patrick Lundy, and wears 
ENG Dare WIE as MUcr cCredi=® to Les creator as he does has 
clothes with credit to his tailor - without a wrinkle. Charles 
T. Parsloe has a double part. He made a hit in Simpson, and 
will make even more of one in Perry, the trainer, when he 
learns his lines. He looks both characters to perfection. One 
of the surprises of the evening was young Edwin Mayo's 
remarkable conception and consistent representation of Mr. 
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Bishopriggs. Next to his father he will create most laughter 
and win most applause. The women actors were obviously 
nervous, particularly Miss Kerrigan and Miss Graham, both of 
whom give good promise. The writer would amiably address a 
word of caution to Miss Kerrigan, lest in her earnestness and 
spirit she trespass the bounds of artistic selfpossession. 

This caution applies more particularly to the climax of Act IV. 
Miss Levere will make a hit in the part of Hester Dethridge, 
With a trifle more study. Her part is exceedingly difficult, 
because it should be ominous without being obtrusive, forceful, 
yet not forced. Mrs. Dickson's two roles are well exacted.

already constituted, known as the Baldwin-Melville Stock Company. 
The business head of this company was Walter S. Baldwin, and the lead- 
ing lady was Emelie Melville. Greenwall invited them_to play at his 
SY) cess. They presented a series of meritorious works—not the newest, but 
d not the oldest; the house was well patronized, and the whole experiment 
f g resulted so satisfactorily that it was repeated during the following season. 
; One way and another, the Baldwin-Melville Stock Company re- 
3 mained at the Grand Opera House down through the season of 1903- 
, 1904. Greenwall, it appears, did not relinquish the lease of the theater 
when he gave up all personal connection with the management of the 
house, in 1900. He turned the direction over to Baldwin, while he busied 
himself with his interests elsewhere, which were sorely in need of atten- 
se tion as a result of the warfare still being waged between him and the 
syndicate. Baldwin exerted himself to improve the character of the plays 
presented under his management, with the result that not only was the 
stock company able to present unassisted The Christian, The City of 
New York, The Little Minister, Baron Rudolph, For Name and Honor, 
Slaves of Russia, Under Sealed Orders, and Kidnapped, but a number 
of visiting stars were also seen at the theater. 

The company this year included Raymond Whitaker (leading 
man), Harry Preston Coffin, Thomas J. Keough, William Short, Harry 
Lewellyn, J.J. Flynn, Esther Lyon (leading lady), Sue Van Dorn, Carrie 
Lamont, Lizzie Montgomery, Amy Wilson, Wilson Deal, and C. T.

viduals who had not yet fallen under the control of the syndicate, and 
were thus able to play in an independent house. 

The following season, however, there were no visitors. The stock 
company functioned without outside aid, nor did it need such. It gave 
very competently the following plays: Paul Revere, Resurrection, The 
Great Northwest, The Great Ruby, Man's Enemy, Pudd’n-head Wilson, 


. Under Two Flags, Jim Bludso, Nobody's Claim, The Sporting Duchess, 


At Valley Forge, The Parish Priest, The Queen of the White Slaves, 
Under the City Lamps, The Romance of Coon Hollow, Little Red Rid- 
ing Hood, In the Palace of the King, Sergeant James, Davy Crockett, 
Escaped from Sing Sing, The Evil That Men Do, Arrah-na-Pogue, For 
Her Sake, Thelma, Knobs o’ Tennessee, Beware of Men, Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde, Jesse James, Why Women Sin, Fabio Romani, and Roanoke. 

In the meantime Greenwall had determined to erect a theater of 
his own. The site selected was on Dauphine Street between Bienville and 
Conti—not a particularly favorable location, although it was within 


two squares of the business center of the city. It was arranged that the 


Baldwin-Melville company should leave the Grand Opera House and 
occupy the new theater at the end of the season of 1903-1904. It appears 


that the lease which Greenwall had on the Gran era House would 


_ expire at the same time. The Variété Association thus found themselves 


under the necessity of finding a new lessee as well as a new manager. 
It did not prove an easy task to secure a competent man to accept 

the responsibility of the Grand Opera House under the circumstances. 

When Charles Fourton finally agreed to take over the lease, it was upon 


_yery liberal terms and with the understanding that he should have carte 


blanche with regard to the personnel of the establishment. The company 
which he brought together included Bertram Lytle as leading man, 
Minna Philips as leading lady, Robert E. Homans as heavy man, Emilio 
Tosso as leader of the orchestra, and Frank Sylvester, Carrie Clark Ward, 
John Daly Murphy, Josephine Sherwood, Lewis Morrison, Hudson 
Brenan, Lorimer Deane, Louise Kay, Hal Donahue, Waldemar Burk- 
hardt, Jack Bertin, Helen Dowling, and Theodore Duval. The stage 
managers were Smedley Brown and Robert Ely. . 
This was a competent company, and it played very satisfactorily

At the same time the Baldwin-Melville company, finding that 
Greenwall’s new house was not quite ready for occupancy when the 
cise Opetet a Sapam Siok Lad cbyek lor yed for six weeks at the 
French Opera House—the first English-speaking company to do so at 
that historic establishment. At _the end of that time, however, it had 


been able to transfer itself intact to its new quarters, opening there on 


October 20 with Belasco and DeMille’s familiar play The Wife. The » 


company this year included Thomas McLarnie, T. B. Findley, Alex 
Gaden, M. J. Deming, Hugh Gibson, Walter Seymour, Joseph Moss- 
meyer, W. J. Brown, Edgar Faber, Janet Ford, Blanche Seymour, and 
Emelie Melville. 


. The plays given at the new theater, which was known from this 
time down to 1909 as the Baldwin Theater, were The Girl 1 Left Behind 
e, Why Women Sin, Thelma, Hearts of Oak, Jim Bludso, The Cow- 
boy and the Lady, The Dairy Farm, Paul Revere, Tracked Around the 
World, Down Mobile, The Human Spider, The Holy City, Robert 
Emmet, The White Tigress of Japan, The Japanese Nightingale, Man’s 
Enemy, The Eternal City, The Suburban, The Evil That Men Do, Car- 
men, Fedora, Anthony and Cleopatra, At Cripple Creek, The Tornado, 
The Queen of the White Slaves, A Royal Slave, The Convict’s Daughter, 
The Secret Dispatch, M’liss, and Tennessee’s Partner. 

The last play presented at the Baldwin this season was a work by 
Hilliard Holden about Lafitte, the pirate. It had no name, and the public 
was invited to participate in a competition for a suitable title. This 
aroused a good deal of interest and brought a respectable audience to 
the only original production staged at any New Orleans theater during 
the year. The management of the Baldwin also gave New Orleans its 
first opportunity to hear Melba, who toured the United States this year 
with her own concert company, and Paderewski, the great Polish pianist. 
Both of these visitors did well; but, even aside from them, the season 
proved extremely successful. 

It would fatigue the reader unnecessarily to repeat here lists of the 
plays and companies presented at the rival houses during the subsequent 
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seasons. Fourton’s connection with the Grand Opera House lasted but 
a single year. His retirement was occasioned by a change in the lessees 
in April, 1905. Somewhat earlier in that year there had come into being 
a company headed by a local businessman, Percy Viosca by name. The 
intention of the company was to acquire the lease of this theater, and it 
announced that its purpose was to restore the Grand Opera House to its 
ancient splendor as a home of high-class drama. With that end in view 
a capital of $25,000 was subscribed. Fourton was to be the manager, but 
somehow the arrangement slipped a cog, and when the season opened the 
house was occupied by the Lonergan and Snow Stock Company, an un- 
usually competent organization. 

This company had the honor—such as it was—of bringing to a close 
the long story of this place of amusement. Early in the spring of 1906, 
a mercantile establishment which had ambitions of extending its quar- 
ters at the corner of Canal and Dauphine streets, made an offer to the 
Variété Association for the site. The amount involved was quite respect- 
able, and the Association was not proof against the temptation. So the 
Grand Opera House, after a picturesque career of something more than 
a generation, disappeared, leaving scarcely so much as a memory behind. 

The last performance ever given in this historic theater took place 
on April 30, 1906. The Times-Democrat of the following morning con- 
tained a description of this memorable event which we cannot do better 
than reproduce in full: 

At the ripe age of nearly thirty-five years, the Grand Opera House terminated 
its existence as a theatre at midnight of April 30, 1906. There was a large and 
fashionable audience, a full attendance of the stockholders of La Variété, and a 
brilliant presentation of Bernard Shaw’s splendid comedy, “Candida,” by the 
Lonergan-Snow Company. The occasion was well calculated to tempt one into 
employing the trite and time-worn “blaze of glory” phrase, for seldom had so 
enthusiastic and appreciative an audience been seen in this popular old playhouse. 
Below stairs the Varieties Club’s quarters presented a scene of unusual activity and 
animation before and after the performance and during the intermissions, but 
as often as the curtain rose the clubmen were in their seats and the long row of 
chairs at the front of the orchestra was filled; for the members of La Variété had 
been playgoers for many years, and nobody knew a really good thing in the way 
of theatricals better than they. “Candida” appealed to them right from the rise 
of the curtain, and they were bound to miss none of it; and, besides, they felt 
a certain reverence for the fine old playhouse, so long their pride and their home 
and their school of art, which was that evening closing its long eventful history. 

Certainly it was with pardonable pride that they looked back upon the history 
of the theater with which they had been identified for more than two generations. 
Under the fostering care and financial encouragement of La Variété some of the 
greatest artists that have ever trod the American stage were introduced to the 
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“ Nothing can cover his high fame buf Heaven; 
No pyramids set off his memories, 
But the eternal substance of his greatness."

The glass was removed along with all the artifacts from the old St. Mary's Hospital and and 
on site Church when the nursing home closed and moved 1998 I think . When the OLV 
hospital close on Ridge Rd. across from the Basilica the crated glass and items were 

moved to the closed OLV hospital. 

In 2009/2010 I did the repairs, cleaning and encapsulation in air tight glass units made new 
custom windows frames for four of the 11 foot windows and four of the bottom panels 

( window vents ) and installed them in the new community room and chapel. One of the 
units is over at Sisters Hospital ( I'm told ) and some of the units had damage ( poor 
removal ) and I do not know where they are now . If you go to OLV at Barker Ally back of 
the old OLV Hospital entrance to get in . Check with security and go on in to the community 
room and Chapel your see the glass and a Bio. on the artist . It was a very rewarding 
project to work on this glass and to see the up close detail and colors Mr. Andrie used in his 
glass.

A historic convent building in 
Amherst will be preserved for fu- 
ture generations, even though the 
mammoth structure is destined for 
redevelopment. 


The St. Mary of the Angels 
motherhouse on Mill Street was re- 
cently listed on the National Regis- 
ter of Historic Places, the country’s 
official list of properties worthy of 
preservation. That pleases Amherst 
officials, who sought to ensure that 
the 132,000-square-foot Collegiate 
Gothic-style building would not be 
significantly changed after the Sis- 
ters of St. Francis. put it and the 
surrounding 100-acre property up 
for sale. 


The motherhouse will be con- 
verted into 102 units of “afford- 
able” senior citizen housing by 
CRS Properties, which plans to be- 
gin the redevelopment by March. 
Developer John E. “Skip” Cerio 
said he sought the historic designa- 
tion so the project would be eligi- 
ble for historic tax credits. 

Nancy Mingus, chairwoman of 
the town’s Historic Preservation 
Commission, said the listing on the 
National Register does not severely 
limit what the developer can do to 
the inside of the building as long as 
the integrity of the building’s exte- 
rior is maintained. The historic 
designation is largely honorary, 
Mingus said. 

“Still, we think it’s a great idea,” 
she said. “It’s the first (building) in 
the Town of Amherst, outside the 


Village of Williamsville, to be list- 
ed on the National Register.” 


Cerio, who built the Hopkins 


Court Senior Living Community at 
Hopkins and North French roads, 
said efforts will be made to either 
preserve or relocate bookcases, 
cabinets and other extraordinary 
features inside the motherhouse. 

“Where there are some neat 
things, we’re going to figure out a 
way to use them,” he said. 

The motherhouse was built in 
1927 for the Sisters of St. Francis 
as the site for their North Ameri- 
can headquarters. It was designed 
to house, educate and care for up 
to 400 nuns. After selling the moth- 
erhouse to the town, as well as 77 
acres of surrounding property for 
the new Amherst State Park, the 
sisters moved into a new mother- 
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Amherst motherhouse on historic listing 


house on Reist Street about two 
years ago, 

After acquiring the ‘mother- 
house, town officials sought to 
have. the property redeveloped for 
senior housing. Supervisor Susan J. 
Grelick said the reuse would be 
consistent with the goals of the sis- 
ters, who were the original inhabit- 
ants of the motherhouse. 

“This is one of Amherst’s most 
beautiful buildings, and it’s one 
that has a lot of historical signifi- 
cance to the Town of Amherst,” 
said Grelick. “The town felt strong- 
ly about the need for affordable se- 
nior housing. Having the building 
preserved in this way reminds us of 
how caring the sisters were to Am-

History of the Shrine 


The Basilica of Our Lady of Victory stands as a 
tangible symbol of one man’s faith in God and devotion 
to his helpmate, Mary. The Rev. Nelson Baker crowned 
60 years of priesthood and charity work with the 
completion of this magnificent shrine. 

After five years of construction, the church was 
consecrated on May 25, 1926, by Cardinal Patrick Hayes 
and Bishop William Turner of the Diocese of Buffalo. 
Just two months later, Pope Pius XI designated the shrine 
as a Minor Basilica, making it only the second such 
church in the United States. 

The design of the Basilica, a blending of the 
architectural styles of the most striking European 
cathedrals, is credited to Frenchman Emile Ulrich, an 
expert in ecclesiastical architecture. His commitment 
to Father Baker and the shrine was so complete, he 
halted all other projects he had at the time to focus on 
the Basilica. Ulrich personally inspected all of the 
artists’ work in the U.S. and Europe, to fulfill Father 
Baker’s wish for the finest materials and craftsmanship. 

The task of planning the interior of the shrine was 
Master Artist Gonippo Raggi’s. The Italian-born Raggi, 
in cooperation with Buffalonian Marion Rzeznik, 
created all of the magnificent oil paintings, mosaic work, 
and murals found within the church. 

All other associated work was handled by various 
Buffalo craftsmen and businesses, including the 
foundation (Memorial Art Co.), the copper dome and 
angels (Machwirth Brothers), and the nearly 200 
stained-glass windows (Otto F. Andrle Stained Glass 
and Art Institute). 

In 1981, the Delaware Pipe Organ Co. constructed 
and installed the magnificent 
pipe organ, which currently 
sits in the balcony of the Basilica. 
The newer instrument 
replaced _ the 
original Wurlitzer 
organ, which had fe 
deteriorated G7 
beyond repair. §&

The Exterior 


Perhaps the most prominent exterior features of the 
Basilica are its copper-tipped twin towers and the huge 
copper dome. Measuring 165-feet high, the dome, at the 
time of its completion, was second in size only to the U.S. 
Capitol building in Washington, D.C. Four 18-foot copper 
angels flank the dome and point in each of the compass’ 
four directions. 

Topping the dual colonnades to the left and right of the 
Basilica are two striking marble groupings. One pays tribute 
to the Sisters of St. Joseph, depicting a woman instructing a 
group of 30 youths, while being watched over by an angel. 
+ The other, ordered as a surprise and contrary to his 
wishes by the architect and Bishop Turner, honors 
_ Father Baker himself. 

At the main entrance, a domed niche houses 
the 12-foot tall, 16,000-pound, statue of Our

Our Lady of Victory Basilica and National Shrine 


Overwhelmingly decorated with sights of beauty, religious significance, and symbolism, the interior of the Basilica is 
nothing short of breathtaking. Especially of note is the dedication to Our Lady of Victory, as her life story is told—her seven 
sorrows, her seven joys, her desperate journey to Calvary, and her special relationship with her children on earth. 

The Stations of the Cross (located along each side of the Basilica), each an example 
of impressive workmanship, consist of life-sized figures in scenes that have been carved 
from a single piece of marble. Pepini, the Italian sculptor responsible for their artistry, 
took 14 years to complete all 14 stations, using painstaking detail to depict emotions 
such as pain, sorrow and compassion in each figure. 

The most elaborate work of art, though, appears in the Great Dome. The oil painting 
on the dome, 80 feet in diameter and 113 feet from the floor, celebrates the Assumption 
into Heaven and the Coronation of the Blessed Virgin Mary. An angelic host carries 
her heavenward to meet the Holy Trinity which awaits her. The pinnacle of the dome 
(and the Basilica itself) is a white dove of peace which peers down from Heaven. Also 
pictured in the dome are the 12 Apostles and numerous archangels. 

Another focal point of the shrine is the magnificent high altar. Flanked by four 
swirled columns of rare red marble from the Pyrenees Mountains, the altar features a 
nine-foot, carerra marble statue of Our Lady of Victory, which was taken to the Vatican 
and personally blessed by Pope Pius XI. In gratitude, Father Baker reserved space for 
the painting of His Holiness to the left of the altar. 

Two important religious symbols appearing in front of the pews are the 
tintinnabulum and the canopeum. The tintinnabulum is a small gold bell mounted 
on a six-foot pole with a golden frame crowned with a papal tiara and keys. As a mark 
of recognition, it is usually carried in solemn processions. The canopeum, or umbrella, 
is a mark of honor for a basilica, and is a symbolic shield for the Pope during his 
travels. The umbrella stands only half open, ready for use should the Pope visit. Those 
two items, along with the Papal Coat of Arms, which hangs just above the main entrance, are those which are bestowed only 
to a true basilica. 

Of unique significance is the Grotto Shrine and Altar to Our Lady of Lourdes, found on the southern end of the 
transept. In stark contrast to the flowing gracefulness of the rest of the Basilica, this altar is hewn out of black lava rock from 
Mount Vesuvius in Italy. Father Baker insisted on obtaining a material that was untouched by humans to pay tribute to the 
vision of Our Blessed Lady to St. Bernadette in Lourdes, France. 

“There are a thousand angels in the Basilica,” Father Baker once said. But, according to estimates, the actual number ranges 
anywhere from 1,500 to 2,500. It was Father Baker’s plan to 
place an angel in every possible sight line, reminding visitors 
that for all its beauty and dedication to Our Lady of Victory, the 
Basilica is meant primarily for God’s praise and glory. 

There are also plenty of other noteworthy items on the 
grounds, as well. The baptistery is located adjacent to the 
main altar, and includes a marble baptismal font and numerous 
wall and ceiling paintings of religious significance. Also, the 
Father Baker Rooms, located in the crypt of the Basilica, honor 
the saintly man through a reconstruction of his living quarters, 
with authentic items such as books, clothing, and furniture. A 
glass cabinet displays some of Father Baker’s own personal 
belongings, including vintage newspapers, which carry 
headlines from his life and death. 
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Blessed Sacrament Altar 
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The Altar of Reservation has been located in an area 
away from the Sanctuary. This follows standard Cathe- 
dral practice distinguishing devotion to the Eucharist 
from the celebration of the Mass. The Tabernacle is 
highlighted with spotlights so that its location can easily 
be found. This arrangement enables the congregation to 
focus attention on the altar, celebrant’s chair and the 
pulpit during Mass. After the celebration, the focus of 
attention shifts easily to the Tabernacle which is 
separate from, but related to, the altar of sacrifice. 

The Tabernacle was newly commissioned and its door 
strongly suggests a Byzantine Pantocrator ikon of 
Christ. The candelabra were adapted from candlesticks 
from the main altar of St. Joseph’s New Cathedral. 
The canopy over the Tabernacle was fashioned from the 
top and back of the throne formerly used by the bishops. 
It is one of the most elaborate wooden pieces in the 
cathedral and symbolizes the enthronement of Christ as 
Lord and Ruler, Who loves mankind. 
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Right or North Transept 


This transept is dominated by the shrine of St. Teresa 
of Lisieux. This large Carrara marble altar, with its 
companion in the other transept, was set up in 1932 
to replace an earlier wooden one. It features two 
mosaics with scenes from the life of the saint. 

The large transept window was made in Munich and is 
devoted to the Holy Family: Jesus, Mary and Joseph. 
Besides the central “portraits” are scenes from their 
lives. 

The devotional chapel which opens off. from the tran- 
sept has shrines to St. Patrick (d. 492) and St. Jude, the 
Apostle (and patron of “impossible cases”). The door 
leads to a confession area, where one can receive the 
Sacrament of Reconciliation in a traditional or con- 
ference manner. 

The Bishop’s Memorial Chapel and Crypts opens to 
the left. Provision for the burial of bishops will be made 
in this chapel and directly under it. The large Carrara 
marble statue of the Sacred Heart was installed in 1905. 
The lovely windows were made by Otto Enderle in 1924 
here in the City of Buffalo. They are unusually fine, 
with their predominant blues and geometric designs.

Four stained glass craftsmen have been restoring the stained glass windows of Our Lady of Victory Basilica 
in Lackawanna. Over the past two years, they have been removing the windows one at a time, restoring 
them, and replacing them. 

They said that some of the windows had a small bowler hat and cane symbol somewhere on them. One 
window behind the altar has one black piece of glass with a small flower in the corner - they thought to call 
attention to that particular window. 

They had come across the hat and cane symbol in one other Buffalo church. 


One window had a skull sitting on the floor - perhaps a reference to Hamlet. 


They called Otto Andrle “a genius.”

I was particularly interested in Dorothy Keenan's article 
"Heaven on Earth" (July 17) about the restoration of Our Lady 
of Victory Basilica in Lackawanna. I especially liked the 
fact that the often made statement that the stained glass 
windows were imported from Europe was not repeated. That 
they are so well done they couldn't have been made here is 
certainly a compliment to the artist's skill, but tends to 
prevent proper attribution. 


My great-grandfather, Otto F. Andrle, was the artist who 
produced the stained glass windows for the Basilica in his 
studios on East Huron Street in Buffalo from 1924 until 1926. 


He founded his glass studio in 1913, after retiring from a 
career as a professional actor, where he was a leading man in 
Shakespearean roles with such famous names of the stage as 
Robert Mantell, Louis James, Edwin Mayo and Charles Hanford. 


In addition to the windows in the Basilica, he also designed 
and painted the windows for the shrines of Our Lady Help of 
Christians in Cheektowaga, and the Fourteen Holy Helpers in 
Gardenville; St. Gerard's Church, Bailey Avenue near East 
Delavan Avenue and St. Mark's Church, Woodward Avenue and 
Amherst Street. His windows also appear in Our Lady of 
Lourdes on Main Street, St. Agnes Church on Ludington Street, 
St. Mary Magdalene Church on Fillmore Avenue, St. Mary's 
Church in Swormville, St. Nicholas Church in North Java, St.

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Palm Sunday, March 24, 2002 Saints Peter and Paul Church 
Dedication of Four New Stained Glass Windows 


I am so honored to speak to you this beautiful afternoon. To get to talk to my favorite 
people about one of my favorite subjects- the art of stained glass, here in our church, with 
this magnificent art collection which parishioners have enjoyed and been inspired by 
since this church opened in 1911. 

And today, Palm Sunday, we gather together to be the first people to see four new 
stained glass windows and to join Father Mark Wolski as he dedicates them. We 
welcome these fresh, new images of four saints, Elizabeth Ann Seton, John Neumann, 
Marguerite d’Youville and Saint Jude to their permanent places in the side entrances of 
our church. | 

For many of us who use the side entrances, these windows will be the first things that 
greet us when we enter. I am sure, over the years, we will come to love these saints and 
they will inspire our prayer lives from today forward. 

These four new windows continue a tradition in the history of Saints Peter and Paul 
Church. As you may know, this building is the third Catholic church of Saints Peter and 
Paul in Hamburg. Before the parish was established, Hamburg Catholics usually 
attended mass in what is now Saint Mary’s Church in East Eden. In 1845, our founding 
twenty-two German Catholic families purchased a wooden church on this site from the 
Freewill Baptists, or the Thilerites. Their denomination had grown; they built a new 
church on Lake Street at Linwood Avenue and sold their old church to the Catholics for 
$650. This building was eventually moved down East Main Street to Newton Road 
where it stands today at 279 East Main Street. 

In 1863, the growing Catholic population had outgrown the tiny wooden church. At a 
cost of $1,000, our second church was erected. It was a brick one with a steeple, and two 
large bronze bells named Sanctus Georgus and Petrus and Paulus. These bells are in our 
west tower today. 

| In 1908, Reverend Anthony Bornefeld came here as pastor and he made the decision 
to build a larger church, rather than to split the congregation into two parishes. So, at a 
cost of $45,000, our present brick church, from the columns back, was built — 
dedicated on July 2, 1911 by Bishop Charles H. Colton. 

The church was graced with a wonderful set of stained glass windows including the 
Rose Window above the choir loft, a set of twenty-four saints windows and the 
masterpiece, the crucifixion window which was created by the notable Buffalo artist, Leo 
Frohe. 

Paul Frohe, Leo’s grandson, created the four new windows that we come this 
afternoon to dedicate. 

This afternoon, I would like to speak about the way Paul Frohe made our new stained 
glass windows and I would like to briefly mention the stories of the saints in these new 
windows, I would like to talk about two sets of saints’ windows, the Klimaszke windows 
which show Saint Anthony and Saint Ann, the set donated by Reverend Bornefeld 
showing St. Francis Xavier and Saint Catherine. Finally, I would like to speak about the 
Crucifixion window above the altar, a masterwork by Leo Frohe. 


So, how would you make a stained glass window? It is an ancient art that has been 
practiced for over one thousand years. The earliest piece of stained glass was made in 
either the ninth or tenth century. In the Romanesque era, buildings had thick walls and 
thin slits for windows, and these were first filled with colored glass. Early pieces were 
usually designed like medallions. They might be round, oval or square medallions. 
Stylistically, miniatures that appeared in manuscripts and enamels influenced them. Like 
enamels, stained glass consists of colorful pieces held together by a metal framework. If 
you would like to examine an enamel medallion close up, please look at the Bornefeld 
chalice that is on the altar this afternoon. 

In the Middle Ages, the art of stained glass bloomed into a high art. When a church 
was planned, the stained glass was a key component of the design of the building. The 
Catholic Church was the main patron of stained glass guilds, With Gothic Architecture 
of the Middle Ages, entre cathedrals were designed as metaphors for our faith. Stained 
glass comes alive when the sun shines through it and it 1s transformed. The buildings 
soared from the earth to the heavens and they were designed to lift a person’s eyes and 
spirit up to God. When one city would build their cathedral, they would try to build it 
just a little bit higher than any other cathedrals. When medieval architects invented the 
flying buttresses, the weight of the stone walls could be diverted and large areas of walls 
could be devoted to colored glass. 

Medieval stained glass was a visual book for an illiterate population. Generally, 
medallions showed bible scenes, the saints, and scenes from daily life. Guilds often paid 
for windows and a medallion often showed their occupation. Borders of lighter glass and 
geometric designs framed the medallions. Borders, like those on our windows, adapt the 
stained glass piece to the size of the window’s opening and protect the interior glass. 
Borders eventually became a major part of a stained glass window, taking up to one sixth 
of the window space. 

Stained glass also symbolizes our life in Christ. It comes alive when the sun shines 
through it and it is transformed. Often, imperfections are what make the glass sparkle. It 
reminds us we are the Salt of the Earth; we give the world its flavor. It reminds us that 
we are the Light of the World. We must not hide our light under a bushel basket, but 
rather put it on a lamp stand, and let our light touch everyone in a room. We must let 
men see our good deeds, for they glorify our Heavenly Father. 

The traditional method of making stained glass windows has not changed much since 
the Middle Ages. 

Seven basic steps are used beginning with the small drawing or watercolor painting 
which gives the overall design of the window. Once the patron agrees to the design, the 
stained glass artist, in this case, the cartoonist, prepares a full-size charcoal drawing, or 
cartoon, which divides up the space and includes, in detail, everything that will appear in 
the finished window. Ina stained glass studio, the work is generally divided between the 
cartoonist, whose skill is drawing, and the chemist, whose skill is working with the 
colors. The cartoon must take into account the shape of the window opening and the fact 
that the heavy glass must be held in place by a lead framework and metal supports. 
Certain shapes are very difficult to cut in glass, and a large window must have metal bars 
throughout. The cartoonist would not put a face where a bar would be required for 
support. 


After the cartoon 1s completed, patterns are made for each piece of glass. Patterns are 
trimmed slightly all around because the lead that holds the glass together takes up space 
too. The artist selects glass that he cuts into the shape of the pattern. A hand-held glass 
cutter is used to score the glass in the shape of the pattern and the glass is tapped to make 
the scratch fracture the glass. This is a skill not everyone has. Perhaps you have cut a 
straight line in glass to repair a window. Most of the shapes in stained glass windows are 
not straight lines, and remember, they all have to fit together. Glass 1s ground down to 
improve its shape, but remember, you can only make it smaller, and you cannot make a 
piece of glass any larger. 

Stained glass artists work with transparency, how the glass will look when light goes 
through it. Refracted light, or light going through the glass, looks quite different than 
reflected light on the same glass. Often, there is “‘fire” within the glass and it sparkles 
when sunlight hits it. 

A stained glass artist does not have the infinite variety of colors that a painter has. 
Many pieces of glass in our windows have no designs or painting on them, but many 
pieces do. The faces in the windows have beautiful drawing and shading on the glass. 
How is this done, you may wonder. Once the piece is cut out, the cartoonist mixes up 
ground colors with glycerin and glue and paints on the glass. This is fired in a kiln at 
about 1100 degrees Fahrenheit and the ground-up colors are fused to the main piece of 
glass. It is not painted with paint and once fired, the drawing becomes part of the glass. 

The two final steps of the stained glass process are leading and installation. The 
pieces of colored glass are fitted together with lead came that generally has a channel in 
the shape of the letter H. Lead is malleable and can be easily bent into the shape of the 
glass pieces and the H shape of the channel can hold two pieces of glass, one on each side 
of the channel. Lead supports the glass, but it is also torms part of the drawing of the 
window and it is an integral part of the window’s design. The installation is an important 
part of the stained glass process. [t must be possible to remove a window because they 
eventually need repairs. Our new windows were installed Thursday, March 21, 2002. 

Now that you know all the steps, you could make a stained glass window! 

Or, maybe not. 

We are fortunate to have a master stained glass artist to make our four new windows. 
Mr. Paul Frohe, of Frohe Art Glass, continues the tradition of his father Ferdinand, his 
grandfather, Leo and his great-grandfather, Gottfried Frohe who came to Buffalo from 
Amsterdam in the 1860’s and started a stained glass business in Buffalo in 1866. Frohe 
Glass has created a tremendous number of windows in a wide variety of places including 
many Buffalo churches, Batavia, Westfield, Albany and Columbus, Ohio. Most of their 
large works were done in the space of fifty years. 

The work of Paul Frohe is already represented in our church with four tall, 
predominantly blue windows representing the four evangelists, Matthew, Mark, Luke and 
John. These were installed when the church was enlarged in 1962. 

For the past year, Mr. Frohe has been working on the four windows which we will 
dedicate this afternoon. The new windows share the same design of the evangelist 
windows and they create a harmony in our church, 

Our first new window depicts Saint Jude, the very popular saint whom people turn to 
in “hopeless causes.” Jude is holding a picture of Jesus, and this 1s its story. Abagar, the 
king of Edessa had leprosy and sent an artist to draw Jesus. Jesus was impressed with the 


king’s faith and he pressed his face on a cloth and gave it to St. Jude to take to the king 
and cure him. Saint Jude, or Thaddeus, was a fisherman and one of the twelve apostles. 
He 1s believed to be the brother of Saint James the Less and somehow related to the 
Blessed Mother. He is the author of an epistle and he preached with Saint Simon in Syria 
and Mesopotamia. He was martyred in Persia, either with arrows or javelins, or maybe 
on across. He was a popular saint during the Middle Ages, but later, his reputation 
suffered because his name was confused with Judas Iscariot, Christ’s betrayer. Because 
of his name’s resemblance, Saint Jude was not invoked unless all else had failed. He 
became known for his willingness to help people even in the most desperate situations. 

In our own time, he has become a very popular saint and one of the first saints that come 
to mind when praying for intersession for any cause that might seem hopeless. Today, 
Saint Jude is one of the first saints to whom people pray for intercession. Just take a look 
in the Pennysaver; you will almost always see a prayer in the want ads. Saint Jude and 
his companion Saint Simon share the feast day of October 28. The Leonard R. Mekarski 
Family donated this window. 

Paul Frohe took the image of Saint Jude and the other three new saints from holy 
cards. He used the same medallion shape he had used on the evangelist windows as well 
as the same background design. You may wonder how long it took him to make each 
window, but there is not an easy answer to this question. Stained glass artists generally 
work on several projects at the same time, rather than working on one piece from start to 
finish. Still, Mr. Frohe estimated that it took him between six and eight weeks to make 
each window. All four backgrounds were cut out at once from similar pieces of glass and 
pieces of glass of different colors were mixed among the four windows. Mr. Frohe did 
not make small drawings of each window, but started the project with four full-size 
cartoons. 

Our second new window shows Saint Elizabeth Ann Seton holding a rosary. 
Elizabeth lived from 1774 until 1821. She was the first person born in America to be 
canonized and her feast day is celebrated on January 4. Elizabeth Bayley was born in 
New York City and her family was Episcopalian. Her mother died when Elizabeth was 
young, she became interested in the welfare of the poor and people called her “the 
Protestant Sister of Charity.” She married William Magee Seton in 1794 and she helped 
found the Society for the Relief of Poor Widows and Small Children. Her own husband 
had been a successful merchant, but he lost his fortune and his health. The family moved 
to Italy and lived with a Catholic family there, hoping the climate might improve his 
health. William died in 1803 and Elizabeth was widowed at age twenty-nine. Elizabeth 
had five children and she returned to New York where she converted to the Catholic 
faith. She was ostracized from her family and friends and she planned to move to 
Montreal. Instead, she was invited to start a school in Baltimore, which she did. In 1809, 
Elizabeth and four companions founded a religious community and a school for poor 
children near Emmitsburg, Maryland and this began the Catholic parochial school system 
in the United States. She began a branch of St. Vincent de Paul’s Sisters of Charity and 
she and eighteen other sisters took vows in 1813. They were the first religious 
community formed by Americans for Americans. Her order spread to twenty 
communities before her death in 1821. The Hayes Family donated this wonderful 
window in loving memory of Karen Agnes Hayes. 


If you look at the background of the medallions of our new windows, you will notice 
red rosettes and shading which gives the windows depth. Repeated designs, such as the 
rosettes are made with stencils. Brass sheets are etched with nitric acid to create stencils. 
When I talked to Mr. Frohe two weeks ago, he demonstrated “‘matting,” which is how he 
shades stained glass. He mixes ceramic ground colors with glycerin and glue and paints 
this black mixture on the glass. He dries it with a hair dryer and then takes a variety of 
brushes and brushes away most of the paint, “taking the lights out,” as stained glass 
artists call it. This provides a stippled effect on the glass. He used an old porcupine 
brush to do this, and this brush once belonged to his grandfather, Leo. 

Our third new window shows another new American saint, Marguerite d’ Youville, a 
favorite of local college women, who was declared a saint in 1990. She was born in 1701 
in Montreal and christened Marie-Marguerite Dufrost de Lajemmerais. She married 
Francois-Madeliene d’ Youville in 1722, but he died eight years later. She is known for 
her hospital work, her great personal trials and tribulations, and for founding the Sisters 
of Charity, or Grey Nuns in Montreal. Just about every sorrow came Marguerite’s way. 
She was widowed at a young age, and she lost four children in infancy. Although she 
was born an aristocrat, she lived destitute and struggled with illness and slanderous 
gossip against her religious community. Her life had joys also. Two of her sons became 
priests and she always found benefactors to enable her to serve the poor of Montreal and 
the sick at her General Hospital. She was a model wife and mother, a woman of integrity 
and character, one who trusted in God. She was a charismatic, spiritual leader and she 
instilled her companions and followers with a love for of the gospel. 

I asked Mr. Frohe how he learned the art of stained glass. He is now 79 years of age 
and he started in working in the studio of his father, Ferdinand Frohe when he was a 
young man. His father sat him next to Willy Smith, an assistant in the shop, who became 
Paul’s mentor. Other assistants in the Frohe studio included a Frenchman, Rene Fry and 
Joe Mazur, who worked for both Leo and Ferdinand Frohe. I mention the name of Joe 
Mazur because he made the two large windows in our church, “The Resurrection” and 
“The Ascension,” which are on the east and west walls of our church’s addition. With 
the crucifixion window, they show us the three great mysteries of our faith. 

Our last new window shows a saint who once walked the wilds of Western New York, 
Saint John Nepomucene Neumann, who lived from 1811 until 1860. John was born in 
Bohemia and even as a boy, he wanted to go to America to be a missionary. He entered 
the seminary at Prague University, but his ordination was indefinitely postponed because 
of a surplus of priests in Bohemia. He came to New York City and was ordained in 1836. 
For four years, he trudged from village to village in western New York, serving many 
German-speaking Catholics. After that, John joined the Redemptorist Order in Pittsburgh 
and he eventually led the parochial school movement in America. He became the bishop 
of Philadelphia in 1852 and he introduced the Forty Hours devotion to his diocese. He 
had boundless energy and he was patient and kind. He spoke six languages, yet he was 
humble. He is remembered for his preaching, his charity and his zeal. He was canonized 
in 1977, the first American male saint. His feast day is January 5, the day after Elizabeth 
Ann Seton. After all, ladies go first. One of our saints’ windows along the east wall 
shows Saint John Nepomucene, presumably John Neumann’s namesake. He is shown 
with his finger over his lips, and I used to think he was telling us not to talk in church. 

He was the confessor to a queen whose husband wanted to know what she had told him 


in confession. John Nepomucene would not divulge the queen’s confession, and he lost 
his life as aresult. It is a wonderful coincidence that we have John Neumann’s namesake 
depicted in one of our old windows in our church. 

There is one piece of glass in John Neumann’s window unlike all the rest. It is a piece 
of red flash glass, which has a gold chain on it, and it took Mr. Frohe more time to make 
that piece than any other. Most ruby red glass that we see is flash glass, which is a 
medieval invention. A piece of thin red glass is melted on top of a piece of clear glass 
and fused to it. Red is a color that can be used thin, and the general rule is: the thicker 
the flash the deeper the red. To make the chain on the red cloak, Frohe etched out the red 
glass using hydrofluoric acid. This left it clear. To color it yellow and gold, two separate 
silver stains were applied to the back of the clear glass. Silver powder was mixed with 
water and gum Arabic light and painted on the glass. This was fired and the silver 
powder was brushed away, leaving a yellow or orange stain on the glass. Mr. Frohe 
showed me three small metal cans of silver stain, light yellow, dark yellow and orange. 
They were labeled “pre-war” and he explained they had been around the shop since 
before World War J. They are very valuable chemicals, and you just use a pinch of them. 
They may have been the same silver that grandpa Leo Frohe used on our old windows 
from 1910. 

1 would like to switch from our new windows to several of our old windows and 
discuss two sets of saints’ windows and finish with the wonderful crucifixion window. 

As you have noticed, there are twelve sets of saints’ windows, and each set has two 
saints, one male and one female. The individuals who donated the windows are 
memorialized with an inscription towards the bottom and most windows show the name 
saints of the donor and his wife. The windows I would like to describe are the ones given 
by William and Magdalene Klimaszeske and the set that Rev. Anthony Bornefeld 
donated. 

The Klimaszeske windows show Saint Ann and Saint Anthony of Padua. Saint Ann 
was the mother of the Blessed Virgin Mary and the maternal grandmother of Our Lord 
Jesus Christ. The story of Saint Ann tells how she was married to Joachim, but they 
could not have a child. Joachim fasted for forty days in the desert while Ann prayed 
beneath a laurel bush. Both had a vision of an angel who told them that they would have 
a child, who would be Mary. As the mother of Mary, Saint Ann is frequently prayed to 
by pregnant women. If you are interested in Saint Ann and if you love stained glass, I 
recommend that you visit the church of Saint Ann in Buffalo at the corner of Broadway 
and Emslie Street. This 1877 church has an amazing set of fifteen large stained glass 
windows from Bavaria that tell the legend of Saint Ann. It is my favorite stained glass 
church in Buffalo. 

Saint Anthony of Padua was born in 1195 and died thirty-six years later in 1231. He 
was a Portuguese nobleman who became a famous Franciscan preacher. He was a 
contemporary of Saint Francis of Assisi and he preached to enthusiastic crowds against 
heresy, usury and avarice. He got his start as a preacher, when another speaker failed to 
appear and his brothers pressed him into speaking. He could speak in multiple tongues, 
and a legend says even the fish would listen to him. He is shown in Franciscan robes 
holding the infant Jesus. He had a vision of the Virgin Mary and her infant son. His 
symbols are the lily for purity and the book, as he wrote a series of sermons for feast 
days. Many saints in our windows are shown holding a book. | have counted eleven 


books in the hands of saints in our windows. When I was writing this speech, I said a 
little prayer to Saint Anthony when I could not find my computer disc, as we all know, he 
is the patron of lost articles, so I have to talk to him often. 

We might have expected these windows to show Saint William and Mary Magdalene 
to honor the donors, but they do not. William Klimaszeske’s real first name was 
Ladislaw and he spoke Polish and came from Bohemia. His wife Magdalene was 
German and quite a bit younger than her husband. Mary Magdalene appears twice in our 
church, once in the Reihle windows and once in the crucifixion. Each time, she wears 
purple and gold robes. In this window, Saint Ann wears those colors. Since Mary 
Magdalene was already used In one saint window, I would guess that this freed up one 
window for a popular saint who deserved a place in our church. Leo Frohe did not like to 
make a set of windows that used the name saints of the donors. He felt that you were left 
with a strange assortment of choices. One saint might have lived at the time of Christ and 
another might have lived in the Middle Ages. Most people might never have heard of a 
saint in a window, and probably a major saint would not be chosen because nobody by 
that name donated a window. IJ have often noticed that we do not have windows showing 
our patrons, Saints Peter and Paul. My theory about Saint Anthony is that this window 
honors Rev. Anthony Bornefeld, the pastor who built this church. 

I have read the last will of William Klimaszeske and he was an interesting individual. 
He and his wife lived at 91 Pine Street; now it is a light blue house about one block away 
from the church property. In his will, William, or Ladislaw, left money to several 
churches and the money was to be used for the things that people did years ago. Vigil 
candles were to be burned, flowers were to be put on altars, a grotto was to be built, high 
masses were to be said. The rest of his money was to be divided among his five brothers, 
one in Chicago and the others in New Poland, Poland. After he died in 1933 (?), letters 
were sent to Chicago and to New Poland, but none of the brothers could be located. He 
may have outlived them all, and they certainly had not heard from each other in ages. 
Twenty-five years after his death, his estate was settled, but money has a way of 
shrinking over that time. i 

The saints’ windows are really colorful and add so much warmth and personality to 
our church. Individually, they alternate- boy, girl, boy, girl, and as sets, the pairs 
alternate in color schemes. One set uses these colors- ruby red above, blue sky, peach 
band, olive green screen, peach fringe and blue-grey ground. The next set uses this 
combination- deep blue arch at top, golden sky, pink band, light forest green on the 
screen, pink fringe and lavender gray ground. Their colors unite with the crucifix 
window. Let us remember that when the church opened in 1911, these were the only 
windows here and the crucifix window was on the north wall that was about where the: 
columns are now. 

The windows donated by Rev. Anthony Bornefeld show Saint Francis Xavier and 
Saint Catherine and they honor Rev. Bornefeld’s parents, Francis X. and Catherine 
Bornefeld, who were born in Germany. 

Saint Catherine, virgin and martyr, was a saint of the third century. She was an 
intellect and her noble father provided books, scientific instruments and learned teachers 
for his brilliant daughter. She converted to Christianity after having a vision of the 
Blessed Mother and the Christ child and she was herself taken as a spouse of Christ. She 
asked the Emperor Maxentius to forsake his pagan idols, but he refused and sent fifty 


philosophers to convert her to the pagan gods. The brilliant Catherine converted these 
learned men to Christianity. The emperor killed the fifty men and proposed marriage to 
Catherine. She said she was already married to Christ and the enraged emperor 
condemned her to death by a spiked wheel, known as the Catherine Wheel. The wheel 
broke apart as it came near her, so the emperor had her beheaded. 

Catherine is shown wearing her noble crown and royal robes. The Catherine Wheel is 
at her side and she holds the palm and sword of martyrdom. 


Saint Francis Xavier lived in the Sixteenth Century and he was a great missionary 
priest. Under Saint Ignatius of Loyola, Francis and five other men began the Society of 
Jesus, or the Jesuits. In 1541, Francis Xavier went to the West Indies, preaching Christ to 
the Orient. He baptized thousands of people in India and Ceylon. He did not speak 
oriental languages, but preached through an interpreter. He and four other Jesuit priests 
spread the faith to Japan. He set sail for China, but died in 1552 before reaching China. 
He is the patron of foreign missions and his feast day is December 3. 

Our window shows Francis Xavier holding a crucifix and dressed as a parish priest, 
like Rev. Bornefeld, who was pastor here from 1908 until 1920. He was born in 
Germany on December 3, 1864 and ordained in Belgium in 1890. He died in this very 
church on April 7, 1920 when he suffered a cerebral hemorrhage while saying the 
morning mass. Rev. Bornefeld is buried in our cemetery next to two other of our old 
parish priests, Father Veit and Father Scheffels. He donated the beautiful chalice that 
Father Mark has put on the altar for display this afternoon. 


Our greatest art treasure in our church is the large, wonderful Crucifixion window 
seen above the altar. Its style is different, ncher and more elaborate than the saints’ 
windows. Leo Frohe himself created this window, and it is generally believed that 
although he drew the cartoons for the saints’ windows, probably his assistants carried out 
most of the work. 

This scene of the crucifixion of Our Lord comes from the Gospel of Saint John. The 
sky is moody and dark, the sun is in an eclipse, and the moon has turned blood red. Saint 
John stands in anguish, the Blessed Mother weeps with Mary, the wife of Cleopas at her 
side. Mary Magdalene kneels and puts her arm around the cross. Another woman of 
Jerusalem cowers on the ground at the left but on the nght, a Roman soldier raises his 
arm, gesturing, “This truly is the Son of God.” 

The complicated architectural tracery frames our great einen and visually opens up 
two windows to show us two related scenes. The tracery itself is a wonderful fantasy that 
could never be created in stone. It gave a gothic, spiritual atmosphere to our country 
church back in 1911 and it still does today. | 

In the top opening, Abraham the Patriarch raises a knife to sacrifice his son, Isaac. 
Abraham's wife Sarah was ninety years old when she conceived her son and now, God 
commanded Abraham to kill his son to test his faith. A moment before he was to be 
killed, an angel came and held the knife, stopping Abraham from killing Isaac. This Old 
Testament story prefigured the New Testament story of Jesus Christ’s death on the cross. 
The angel stopped the sacrifice of the son of Abraham in the top panel, but in the lower 
section, the sacrifice of the Son of God takes place on this dark Good Friday afternoon 
two thousand years ago. Saint John’s Gospel says that the glory of Jesus was on His 


ae . 


cross. Leo Frohe’s depiction of Jesus shows Him triumphant and rising as well. The 
body of Jesus shows a very tall, muscular magnificent individual and he is anatomically 
correct. He bears the five wounds of the passion on his hands, feet and side, but 
otherwise, his body looks unharmed. He is not slumped over in death, but he has the 
body language of one who is rising from this dreadful situation. The wooden cross itself 
is indicated, but not very visibly. It is mostly either covered by the body of Christ, or it is 
a dark brown color that blends in with the equally dark sky and ground. The gold 
crescent above the cross is an opening of heaven in the dark sky of Christ’s suffering and 
sacrifice. That color and its inverted shape appear in every second pair of our saints’ 
windows, and the gold background has long been a symbol for heaven. The figure of 
Christ is levitating from the scene and he is voluntarily giving his life, rather than having 
it taken from Him. He is literally rising above His death. 

The scene of Abraham also symbolizes heaven. You may recall the Negro Spiritual 
song, “Rock my soul in the bosom of Abraham.” Heaven is the place where we may lay 
our head on Abraham’s bosom, when we are called home. 

Our window shows the change that has come through the crucifixion of Christ. We see 
symbols of the movement from the Old Testament to the New. The woman of Jerusalem 
on the left cowers and grieves the death of Christ, while the pagan Roman soldier raises 
his arm and signals his understanding that this is the Son of God. The trees in the 
background are probably Cedars of Lebanon. These trees can flourish in an arid climate. 
They are mentioned throughout the gospels as a sign of God’s blessing. 

There is great drama in the lights and darks in this window. This is mankind’s darkest 
moment, killing the Savior, but a golden light breaks through the deep purple clouds at 
the moment of salvation. The moody sky is blue, purple, black and yellow, but there is 
light on the horizon, even as God’s light breaks through our darkest moments. 

Light dances across the entire window. Many pieces of the blue sky have a light side 
and a stippled shaded side. The earth itself is alive with light and shadows. 

The saints glow from within, and this is called Baroque hghting. Each saint has a 
different halo, and Leo Frohe was talented at this. Christ’s halo has the indicators ofa 
cross init. The Blessed Mother’s halo is golden, John’s is silver and Mary Magdalene’s 
is lacy. They echo the design on the arches above them. Leo Frohe was an excellent 
portraitist and the face of Saint John is one of his best. He also was expert at depicting 
garments in stained glass. He dressed his figures in layer upon layer of drapery and 
showed shimmering silks on the women and coarser blue wool on the Roman soldier. 
The complexity of Christ’s white loincloth tells us something important is going on at 
this moment. John’s mantle is red; the red 1s flash glass that matches the stenciled, red. 
glass above in the arch. The red is trimmed with gold and he is on fire. Mary Magdalene 
is a vision with her lovely hair, silver and gold garments and her haunting expression. 
She glows against the dark violet cityscape behind her. The purple clouds above are one 
shade different from the city of Jerusalem in the distance. Areas of jet black in the top of 
the sky and in the silhouette of the landscape contrast with the white mantle of the 
Blessed Mother. 

Leo Frohe was good at composition, but he was better at faces than with figures. 
There are some problems with the size of the body of the woman of Jerusalem, with the 
stance of Saint John and with the arm of Mary Magdalene that somehow goes around the 
cross. 


You must come up on the altar and look at it close up. You will see many details that 
vanish at a distance. The perspective works well up close and the foreshortened figures 
are pulled into correct shapes. You can read the signature of Leo Frohe, Buffalo, New 
York in the lower night corner. 

This still is a magnificent window, and easily the best piece of art in Hamburg. 
Nothing else compares to it. I know it has been a spiritual inspiration for many people 
since it was dedicated back in 1911. 

Two weeks ago, I asked Paul Frohe what he thought about his four new creations that 
we come to dedicate today. He told me that he thought they were great. I told him that I 
agreed with him. They are great. I love them, and I hope you love them too.

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Anderle Links Buffalo's 
Early Harmony with New 


Son of Academy of Music Conductor Attends All Concerts of Buffalo Symphony Orchestra 


At every concert of the Buffalo Symphony Orchestra, a slender man with a musician's voice and an 
artist's fingers is somewhere in the audience. 

His name is Otto Francis Anderle. A designer and craftsman in stained glass by profession, he has studios 
at 84 West Huron street and 232 Wellington road. The Anderle family has added its musical talent to 
melodies floating through Buffalo these many years. 


Conducted Orchestra Once 


Anderle, himself, conducted an orchestra once. He was eight years old. The oldest members of his 
orchestra had attained the ripe years of 12 or 14. They were sons of former pupils of Anderle's father, 
another Francis. 

The elder Anderle studied music at the University of Prague, Austria, and many were the Buffalo 
musicians who learned to play under his guidance --Joseph Kuhn, Emil Wahle, and Carl Mischka, among 
them. 


He was a member of the old Union Cornet band of Buffalo which played at the Philadelphia Centennial in 
1876, and gave evening concerts on Wednesdays and Sundays. Grand concerts, those, out Main street in the 
Cold Spring district. Whole families gathered about, glasses of bubbling beer on the tables in the beer 
gardens, while the brasses thrilled, and moaned, and hummed music of the masters and music of the day. 

The Clements were there, and the Carys, and the Drullards, the Blochers, and the Schoellkopfs' and 
Phillip Becker, Conrad Diehl, and Augustus Scheu. It was a bit of the old world and the new -- that beer 
garden. And it was a forerunner more than half a century ago, of this month's symphony concerts where 
again Buffalo gathers together in the companionship of a love for music. 


Led Academy Orchestra 


The elder Anderle was the leader of the orchestra of the old Academy of Music for many years. The 
orchestra played for stock companies. Opera companies brought along their singers and a few members for 
the orchestra, strengthening their number with the theater orchestra to 24 or 26 men. The National Opera 
company brought such stars as Materna, Scaria, Winkelman, Clementine DeVere to Buffalo, and seats sold 
at $6 each. 

Jennie Lind came too, and Lillian Lehman, Clara Morris, Emma Thursby, and later Emma Snow, Agnes 
Huntington, Pauline Hall, Fritzey Schie, and Mary Stone, the whistler of classical music. Those were great 
nights in the memory of those who have followed the city's musical history. 

Otto Francis Anderle remembers the singing festivals sponsored by the Buffalo Liedertafel, Saengerbund, 
and Orpheus when from 1200 to 1500 trained voices joined in one mighty chorus. He, himself, was a 
member of the Orpheus for 14 years. 


Great Directors 


"That gave me an opportunity to sing under the greatest of directors as Carl Adam, Johannes Gelbke, 
James Mischka, Arthur Nickish of the Boston symphony, Carl Ahrend, the elder Damrosch and his son, 
Walter,” he says. 

He sang in church choirs as well. Orchestras of 12 to 14 men besides the organ, accompanied large choirs 
of accomplished singers. The First Presbyterian church and St. Louis' church, he remembers in particular, 
were noted for their fine music. Fred Lautz, Judge Lewis, the Dozert and Mischka families were active in 
musical circles, and Anna Mischka later won fame as an operatic singer. "Such musical efforts as these 
prompted a group of philanthropists to endow a Buffalo Symphony orchestra," Anderle recalls. "Among 
them were Hobart Weed and Fred Lautz." 

Of John Lund, as director, Anderle has the most cordial memories. "He was like a general of a great 
army. Lovers of music cannot forget him." At the time he was conductor of the orchestra, the programs 
contained an interpretation of the music being played. One might read while he listened. 

As other Buffalo music lovers, Anderle rejoices in the constantly increasing attendance at the concerts in 
All-High stadium. He considers the present orchestra a worthy successor to the notable musical groups in 
the city's past, and hopes that it may develop into a permanent organization.

The “Tin Wedding,’ or tenth anniversary of the organization of the 
*St. Louis Dramatic Circle,” was celebrated by a Banquet, at the Edward 
Street Hall, on the evening of Monday, August 12, 1895. 

The hall was decorated with artistic taste and skill by members of 
the “Circle,” and presented a very attractive appearance. Above the 
proscenium was an emblem or symbol, suggested by scenes from *The 
Signal,” the latest dramatic production by the “Circle,” composed of a 
shield formed of smilax, with torches, weapons, masks, etc., and an 
American flag on either side. Statues of Shakespeare, Othello, Joseph 
Jefferson, Music, The Drama, etc., appeared in different sections of the 
hall. The stage was set as for the cliff or ravine scene in “Rip Van 
Winkle,” the first play ever produced by the amateurs, and around the 


walls were ornamental placards, bearing the titles of the plays 
presented during the ten years of the “Circle’s” existence. The general 
aspect of the hall might have been likened to that of a conservatory 
filled with palms and beautiful flowers. 

An interesting feature of the decorations was that presented by the 
framed photographic portraits, by Photographer L. Jansen, of the 
officers and members of the “Circle” ten years ago, and the officers and 
members of to-day. In the last-named group appear three new faces, the 
parties represented being those who have taken the places of three of 
the original members who have been called away. The windows of the hail 
were handsomely draped in white. 

The table was in the form of a block T, and was profusely and 
elegantly decked. The menu card provided for the guests was a decidedly 
unique and original affair, consisting of two heavy pieces of American 
tin, hand-painted, with a silver-mounted card between, on which was 
printed the “bill of fare” ~- as common people used to express it - names 
of officers and members of the “Circle,” etc., while on the reverse was 
inscribed “Our Tin Wedding.” 

There was a goodly number of invited guests in attendance, among 
them being several prominent citizens, accompanied by their wives.

Mrs. Edward F. Mischka contributed 
largely to the general enjoyment by his humorous renditions. Mr. Andrle, 
by request, gave “Marc Antony’s Oration,” which was remarkably well 
rendered, and well received by the appreciative audience.

to express it— names of officers and members of the ‘“ Circle,” etc., while on the reverse was inscribed ‘‘ Our Tin 
Wedding.” , - 
There was a goodly number of invited guests in attendance, among them being several prominent citizens, 
accompanied by their wives. Mr. Edward F. Mischka acted as toastmaster and chairman of the Banquet Com- 
mittee, and opened the entertainment by introducing Mr. Charles M. Weyand, president of the St. Louis Dramatic ~- 
Circle. Mr. Weyand delivered a brief, but pleasing, address, in the course of which he gave many interesting 


facts concerning the amateur organization. 

At the conclusion of the President’s remarks, Rev. Dr. Hoelscher, pastor of St. Louis Church, was called 
upon and made flattering mention of the-good work accomplished by the “‘ Circle’’ since its formation. He spoke 
of the substantial aid it had rendered in diminishing the debt of thé Church, and declared that its management 
and affairs must have been in the hands of good and able pilots, to have gone on so harmoniously and prosper- 
ously for a pe.iod of ten years. 

Father Fuchs, of St. Louis Church, was next called upon, and complimented the members of the “ Circle ” 
on the success that had attended their efforts. He said that the Club, during its career, had done much to elevate 
the moral drama, which was a necessity of the time. 

Divine blessing having been invoked by Father Hoelscher, the good things provided by Caterer Brown had 
ample justice done them. The toast, ‘‘ The Ladies,” was given and appropriately responded to by Mr. F. J. 
Haberstro. ‘‘ The Press’’ was responded to by Mr. Parks, of the Exguirer, and Mr. Rick. Vocal music by 
Mr. O. F. Andrle and Miss Murphy was received with hearty applause. Mrs. Edward F. Mischka contributed 
largely to the general enjoyment by his humorous renditions. Mr. Andrle, by request, gave “ Marc Antony:s 
Oration,” which was remarkably well rendered, and well received by the appreciative audience. 

The “ proceedings’ continued until a late hour, when the guests took off their several ways, all conceding 
that they had had a “jolly good time.”’ | 
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“THE ST. LOUIS DRAMATIC CIRCLE.” 


Its Organization.—Officers and Members.— What It Has Done and Proposes to Do. 


Some time during the month of June, 1885, a number of young men—'ess than a dozen, if the memory 
of the writer is not at fault—met to discuss the miatter of forming an amateur dramatic association, the main 
object of which should be the raising of money to be added to the fund for the erection of the new stone church to 
take the place of that destroyed by fire on the evening of March 25, 1885 ; and, incidentally, to improve the mem- 


‘ bers in the arts of reading and elocution ; the cultivation of a taste for dramatic and other literature, and, of course, 


the promotion of social enjoyment. 

Not much beyond a general interchange of views took place at this meeting ; but the idea was a popular 
one from the outset, and other and well-attended meetings were held, the result being the speedy completion of 
the proposed organization. The title adopted was ‘‘The St. Louis Dramatic Circle.”

To Messrs. Andrle and Mischka was assigned the management of the theatrical performances given by 
the “Circle.” They were to select plays, assign the parts, provide wardrobe and scenery, call rehearsals, etc., 
etc. Jefferson’s version of that ever-popular drama “Rip.Van Winkle,” was the play decided upon for the initial 
performance. The fact. of the organization of the “ Circle,” with its object, with the program for the “ first 
night”? having been submitted to the inspection of Father Sorg, he promptly signified his entire approval. 

[It may be stated here, as well as elsewhere, that on all occasions when an entertainment was to be given 
by the “ Circle,” the program was first submitted to Father Sorg, during his lifetime, and, after his death, to his 
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successor, Father Hoelscher, for approval ; and it is a fact, highly gratifying to the amateur players, that in no 
instance did either of these reverend gentlemen fail to sanction and commend the selections made. ] 
Then the work of preparation went actively on, until the evening of September 13, when the play was 
produced in the spacious parochial schoolhouse of St. Louis. The following was the cast of characters, with

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The play was repeated-on-the following evening, September 14th, the “ theatre ” being crowded on each 
occasion, which fact shows that, from a financial point of view, at least, the. amateurs had achieved a highly flat- 
tering success. 

Next came the Biblical play entitled “‘ Joseph in Reva. which was produced during Christmas week, 
1885. During the same week the- members of the “ Circle” lent their assistance to Father Sorg in the produc- 
tion of the cantata ‘‘ The Birth of Christ.” 

The second regular performance of the “ Circle”’ consisted of the old three-act comedy of ‘‘ Paul Pry,” 
which was given September 28th, 29th and 30th, 1886. A play entitled “ oti ens= was enacted September 
28th and 2oth, 1887. 

The next attempt by the amateurs was an extremely bold one, being nothing less than the presentation of 
the greatest of all plays—* Hamlet ;” but, encouraged by the encomiums they had won, and having faith in them- 
selves and each other, they resolved upon the venture. How they acquitted themselves, others shall bear testi- 
mony hereafter. All preparations having been completed, the play was given on the evenings of December 27th, 
28th and 2oth, 1887, the following being the cast, with the management, etc.:

Each of the three performances of Shakespeare’s masterpiece was given to “a full house,” and, if outward 


demonstration goes for anything, then the audiences were exceedingly well pleased. The box-office told a flat- 
tering tale. Now, let us see what some of the prominent newspapers had to say. 


The Buffalo Courier of December 28 spoke as follows: 


It is a bold undertaking for amateurs to attempt a performance of sucha play as ‘‘ Hamlet,” which 
has wrecked many professionals who sought to master the subtleties of the title role, but the members of 
the St. Louis Dramatic Circle did it last evening before a large audience at St. Louis’ Hall, after careful 

. preparation, and they certainly acquitted themselves in a commendable manner. While the presentation 
under such auspices does not call for criticism,in view of the intelligent and conscientious interpretation that 
was given, it is proper to say that especially good was Otto F. Andrle’s impersonation of the melancholy 
Dane, Frank L. Mayer as the Ghost. The former has unmistakable talent, a strong dramatic face, and a 
good stage presence. With proper training he might attain to more than ordinary success asan actor. Mr. 
Mayer was quite effective in the scene with Hamlet in the churchyard, his reading being very meritorious. 


The Buffalo Commercial of Wednesday, December 28, had the following kind words for the amateurs : 


The talented young amateurs of the St. Louis Dramatic Circle gave the first of three performances of 
“Hamlet” at St. Louis Hall last evening before a large and well-pleased audience. The young people 
taking part had carefully studied their work, and the performance as a whole was one of unusual merit. 
While individual-mention would perhaps be invidious, it is only just to.say that Mr. Otto F. Andrle as 
Hamlet, and Mr. Frank L. Mayer as the Ghost, and Mrs. O’Neil as Ophelia, were especially successful. 
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The Buffalo Sunday Zruth of January 1st had the following to say of the work of the “ Circle”’: 


The production of ‘‘Hamlet” by the St. Louis Dramatic Circle three nights the past week, reflected 
great credit on the talented young amateurs comprising the Circle. 

Mr. Otto F. Andrle as Hamlet was excellent, and at times showed true dramatic fire and inspiration. 
He surprised his many friends by his fine interpretation of so difficult arole. Mr. Edward F. Mischka 
as Laertes acquitted himself handsomely, and Mr. John P. Mayer as the King; Mr. Chas. M. Weyand as 
Polonius, Mr. Otto R. Rick as Horatio, and Mr Frank L. Mayer as the Ghost. exhibited good dramatic 
appreciation and won encomiums from all present. Miss Annie Beutter made a handsome Queen, and 
Mrs. O’Neil and Miss Andrle also deserve praise. The *‘Circle” scored quite a success, and, judged as 
amateurs, deserve unstinted praise. 


We could multiply these kind and flattering notices from the Press as to the manner in which “ Hamlet ” 
was presented, but the good people who will read our “ Souvenir” are not Oliver Twists, and will probably not 
“ask for more.” \ 


The following is a list of the plays given by the “ Circle” after the production of “‘ Hamlet”: First in order 
came the two one-act comedies, ‘‘ The Good for Nothing ”’ and “‘ Slasher and Crasher,” which were produced on 
May 8th and oth, 1888. The two one-act comedies ‘“‘ Lucky Sixpence” and “ Declined with Thanks,” were 
given September 25th and 26th, 1889. The other plays given were as follows: On April 23d and 24th, 1890, 
“The Bells”; on Thanksgiving night, November 27th, 1890, ‘‘ Cool as a Cucumber” and “ A Day’s Fish- 
ing.” These latter two plays were performed at Concert Hall (Music Hall) for the reason that the Theatre of 
the “‘ Circle,” over St. Louis School House, was inadequate to the accommodation of the very large number who 
had signified their intention of being present, and had purchased tickets. Concert Hall, the seating capacity of 
- which is 1,200, was completely filled in every part—the placard “ standing room only ” being hung out before the 
rising of the curtain. 


Some of the plays above enumerated were repeated by request, the ‘“‘ Circle” lending its assistance on several 
occasions when charitable objects were to be forwarded. 


In addition to the plays above enumerated, the “ Circle”’ gave, at Concert Hall, on the evening of May 26th, 
1892, ‘“‘ The Charcoal Burner,” a romantic drama in two acts, by.George Almar, Esq. 


The last play produced by the “ Circle” was Charles Sellig’s. melodrama, in two acts, entitled, ‘“ Robert 
74 | 


a Se Re A I a 


Macaire,” which was given on Sunday evening, April 1st, 1894. The theatre was filled to its utmost capacity, 
and the immense audience gave every sign of approbation. 


The members of the ‘“ Circle’ believe it entirely proper and due to themselves to state, that the entire net 
proceeds of each and every performance by them have gone toward the extinguishment of the Church debt. Not 
one of them was ever personally benefited to the amount of a single penny. On the contrary, all gave their time 
and services gratuitously and cheerfully ; and in many instances this was done at greater or less sacrifice of their 
own business interests—for every man (of them) hath business demanding his whole care and attention. Their 
ample reward comes from the consciousness that they have done their best in what they deem a sacred cause. 
And this they will continue_to do until the day arrives when it shall be proclaimed: ‘St. Louis Church is free 
from debt!”” The sums realized from these dramatic performances have increased with each succeeding enter- 
tainment, and the aggregate amount realized and handed over to the church authorities is far from insignificant. 


‘We will be pardoned for reproducing in this place a few lines from a brief address by the “ Circle” to their 
friends and patrons, printed some years since, to-wit: 


Amateur dramatic performances, as a rule, may not be written down as unqualified successes. While 
some amateur actors have shown very decided histrionic ability, others have proved lamentable failures; 
but these latter have been ‘‘let down easy,” as not being amenable to strict and rigid criticism, because -« 
they were doing their level best for the benefit of some worthy object. ,; 

Now we, the ‘‘The St. Louis Dramatic Circle,” while we would not, like the lady in the play, ‘‘ protest 
too much,” claim, with due and beseeming modesty, that the entertainments we have thus far given, 
have been such as to win the favor of our audiences and to call forth encouraging comment from those 
competent to judge. Therefore, we ask no exemption from censure when such is merited, at the hands 
of the critics. We shall always labor zealously and conscientiously to please, and will never be dis- 
couraged or consider ourselves illtreated by the candid setting forth of failures or shortcomings on our parb. 

It is no boast for us to say, that the dramatic representations heretofore given by the *‘ Circle” have 
been highly successful from a financial point of view; and we might perhaps go a little further, without 
laying ourselves liable to the charge of ‘‘ blowing our own horn” and state our belief that the patrons of 
the ‘‘Circle” have been pleasantly entertained by our efforts. 

For the encouragement and support heretofore extended to us we return our most sincere thanks. 
And we promise that, in the future, as in the past, we will use our best exertions to merit the approval 
and favor of our friends and patrons, and the public generally. :

“The St. Louis Dramatic Circle” 


Its Organization— Officers and Members— What 
It Has Done and Proposes to Do. 


Some time during the month of June, 1885, a number of young men—less than a dozen—met to discuss the matter of 
forming an amateur dramatic association, the main object of which should be the raising of money to be added to the fund for 
the erection of the new stone church to take the place of that destroyed by fire on the evening of March 25, 1885; and, 
incidentally, to improve the members in the arts of reading and elocution, the cultivation of a taste for dramatic and other 
literature, and the promotion of social enjoyment. 

Not much beyond a general interchange of views took place at this meeting; but the idea was a popular one from the 
outset, and other and well-attended meetings were held, the result being the speedy completion of the proposed organization. 
The title adopted was “The St. Louis Dramatic Circle.”

To Messrs. Andrle and Mischka was assigned the management of the theatrical performances given by the ‘Circle’. 
They were to select plays, assign the parts, provide wardrobe and scenery, call rehearsals, etc., etc. Jefferson’s version of that 
ever-popular drama ‘Rip Van Winkle’, was the play decided upon for the initial performance. The organization of the 
“Circle”, and its object, with the program for the “first night” having been submitted to the ik of Father Sorg, he 
promptly signified. his entire approval. 


(It may be stated here as well as elsewhere, that on all occasions when an entertainment was to be given by the | 
“Circle”, the play selected was first submitted to Father Sorg, during his lifetime, and, after his death, to his successor, Father 
Hoelscher, for approval; and it is a fact, highly gratifying to the members of the “Circle”, that in no instance did either of 


these reverend gentlemen fail to sanction and commend the selections made.) 


Then the work of preparation went actively on, until the evening of September 13, when the play was produced in the 
parochial schoolhouse of St. Louis, under the following management:

The play was repeated on the following evening, September. 14th, the “hall” being crowded on each occasion, which 
fact shows that, from a financial point of view, at least, the members had achieved a highly flattering success. 

Next came the Biblical play entitled ‘Joseph in Egypt,” which was produced during Christmas week, 1885. During the 
same week, members of the “Circle” lent their assistance to Father Sorg in the production of the cantata ‘The Birth 
of Christ.” . | | | 
The second regular performance of the “‘Circle’’ consisted of the old three-act comedy of “Paul Pry”, which was given 
September 28th, 29th and 30th, 1886. A play entitled “Companions”, was presented September 28th and 29th, 1887. 

The next attempt was an extremely bold one, being nothing less than the presentation of the greatest of all plays— 
“Hamlet”, but, encouraged by their previous successes, and having faith in themselves and each other, they resolved upon the 
venture. All preparations having been completed, the ure was given on the evenings of December 27th, 28th and 29th, 1887, 
under the following management: :

Each of the three performances of Shakespeare’ $ masterpiece was given to “a full a and, if outward demonstration 
goes for anything, the audiences were exceedingly well pleased. 


The following is a list of the plays given by the “Circle” after the production of “Hamlet”: First in order came the 
two one-act comedies, “The Good for Nothing” and “Slasher and Crasher’ which were produced on May 8th and 9th, 1888. 
The two one-act comedies “Lucky Sixpence” aad “Declined with Thanks”, were given September 25th and 26th, 1889. 


_ The other plays given were as follows : 
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On April 23rd and 24th, 1890, “The Bells”. On Thanksgiving night, Nov. 27th, 1890, “Cool as a Cucumber” and 
“A Day’s Fishing” were put on under the capable management of Mr. Otto F. Rick, Mr. Andrle having for the time being 
retired from active management. The latter two plays were performed at Concert Hall for the reason that the School Hall 
was inadequate for the accommodation of the very large number who had signified their intention of being present, and had 
purchased: tickets. Concert Hall, the seating capacity of which is 1,200, was completely filled in every part—the placard 
“standing room only” being hung out before the rising of the curtain. : 


; Some of the plays above enumerated were repeated by request, the “‘Circle’”’ lending its assistance on several occasions 


when ehasttahte objects were to be forwarded. 


In addition to the plays above enumerated, the “Circle” gave, at Concert Hall, on the evening of May 26th, 1892, 
“The Charcoal Burner”, a romantic drama in two acts, by George Almar, Esq. Also Charles Sellig’s melodrama, in two acts, 
entitled, ‘Robert Macaire’’, which was given on ‘Sunday evening, April 1st, 1894. The theatre was filled to its utmost a cane 


and the immense audience gave every sign of approbation. 


The next production put on was the “Circle’s” 10th anniversary performance, ‘‘The Signal” a drama in three acts, 
by J. Sterling Coyne, at Music Hall, Jan. 7th, 1896. It is worthy of mention at this time, that the “Circle” had branched out 


into a larger field. Up to this time, the performances had been given at the School Hall or at Concert Hall. The immense 


audiences which greeted the “Circle” at their performances, made it necessary to secure a larger place, neither the School Hall 


nor Concert Hall possessing adequate seating capacity. 


The play was given under the personal direction and management of Mr. Otto F. Andrle, and proved to be one of the . 


“Circle’s” greatest triumphs, both financially and from a dramatic standpoint. 


On Feb. 22nd, 1898, “‘A Red Letter Day”, a farcical comedy in four acts, by Horace W. Fuller, was presented at Concert 


Hall, to a crowded house. On Feb. 9, 1899, the “Circle,’ repeated with great_success the romantic drama, “Rip Van Winkle” 
at Music Hall, 
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The next performance presented was “The Ticket of Leave Man”, a drama in four acts, by Tom Taylor, at the Teck 
Theatre, April 30th, 1902. This play, although difficult in every respect, was put on in the same artistic manner as those pre- 


ceding it and was appreciated by a large audience. 


On April 26th, 1903, ‘The Pride of Virginia”, a comedy in four acts, by Chas. Townsend, was presented at the Teck 
Theatre, to a crowded house, under the management of Bernard F. Mayer. 


The last play was a reproduction of the three act comedy, “Paul Pry’’ which was given at the Teck Theatre, May 9th, 
1904. — It was owing to a popular demand that this play was repeated and it was greeted with a large and appreciative 
audience. 5 | 

The members of the “Circle” believe it entirely proper and due to themselves to state, that the entire net proceeds of 
each and every performance by them has gone toward the extinguishment of the Church debt. Not one of them was ever per- 
sonally benefited to the amount of a single penny. On the contrary, all gave their time and services gratuitously and cheer- 
fully; and in many instances this was done at greater or less sacrifice of their own business interests—for every man (of them) 
has business demanding his whole care and attention. Their ample reward comes from the consciousness that they have done 
their best in what they deem a sacred cause. And this they will continue to do until the day arrives when it shall be proclaimed: 
“St. Louis Church is free from debt!” | 


We will be pardoned for reproducing in this place a few lines from a brief address by the ‘“‘Circle” to their friends and 


patrons, printed some years since, to-wit: 


Amateur dramatic performances, as a rule, may not be written down as unqualified successes. While some amateur 
actors have shown very decided histrionic ability, others have proved lamentable failures; but these latter have been “let down 
easy”, as not being amenable to strict and rigid criticism, because they were doing their level best for the benefit of some 
worthy object. 

Now we, the “The St. Louis Dramatic Circle”, while we would not, like the lady in the play, “protest too much”, 
claim, with due and beseeming modesty, that the entertainments we have thus far given, have been such as to win the favor 
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of our audiences and.to call forth encouraging comment from those competent to judge. Therefore, we ask no exemption from 
censure when such is merited, at the hands of the critics. We shall always labor zealously and conscientiously to please, and 

will never be discouraged or consider ourselves illtreated by the candid setting forth of failures or shortcomings on our part. FI

Presented by the St. Louis Dramatic Circle at the Teck Theater last 
night, Old Jed Prouty won the extensive and appreciative applause of a 
packed house.

PLAYS "THE COUNTY CHAIRMAN" TONIGHT AT THE TECK THEATER 


DIRECTED BY OTTO F. ANDRLE.

The production this evening of the popular Ade comedy, 
"The County Chairman," at the Teck Theater, by talented members 
of the St. Louis Dramatic Circle, composed of well known young 
people connected with St. Louis R.C. church, is an event of 
more than ordinary interest, for the excellent organization of 
amateur theatrical interpreters, marks the 44th year of the 
existence of the circle. 

At the time the circle was organized several of the 
charter members asked me to join with them, but not having the 
theatrical complex, I declined, nevertheless, I was always 
keenly interested in the ambitious efforts of the youthful 
amateur actors and actresses, and with others I was amazed at 
their many successes. 


Organized in 1885. 


In June, 1885, they met and decided to form the St. Louis 
Dramatic Circle, mainly for the purpose of raising funds to 
assist in the reconstruction of the fine old church edifice 
destroyed by fire on the night of March 25, that year. And 
thus the circle was formed, with these officers: 

President, Otto F. Andrle; vice-president, Edward F. 
Mischka; secretary, Charles M. Weyand; treasurer, Adolph 
Zeller; Otto F. Andrle, Adam Dory, Albert Zahm, Alois P. 
Andrile, Albert Rose, Fred A. Zorn, Chas. Deck, E.J. White, Ed. 
J. Mischka, Wm. J. Schreck, J.C. Hasenzahl, J.L. Wex, L.Jd. 
Roth, Chas. Biesinger, Chas. M. Weyand, Adolph Zeller. 


Play Rip Van Winkle. 


That the members of the circle did not suffer from any 
such thing as a theatrical inferiority complex is demonstrated 
by the fact that the two young men selected to choose the first 
play to be produced, Messrs. Andrle and Mischka, selected the 
fine old classic comedy, "Rip Van Winkle," for their debut. 

Mr. Mischka, now the sole survivor of the great and 
popular musical family of Mischka -- Joseph, Carl, August, 
Emily and Edward -- in his youthful days was noted for his

clever imitation of the renowned musical comedian, Joseph K, 
Emmet, in "Fritz," and when the beloved Emmet died Mr. Mischka 
was eagerly besought by many competent critics to take the 
place of Emmet, but he steadfastly resisted all importunities 
to enter upon a professional career on the stage. For 46 or 
more years he has been an executive with the Buffalo Creek 
Railroad, our principal terminal route, and he is today the 
popular and efficient agent for the oldtime corporation and now 
residing in Bedford Avenue. 

Mr. Mischka was noted for his singing of Emmet's famous 
songs, especially the lullaby and "The Shamrock," and as a 
yodler many of his admirers will tell you, and so will I, that 
he excelled Emmet in many respects. So, in view of his talent 
aS musician, singer and actor, it was considered the thing to 
produce "Rip Van Winkle," with Mr. Mischka in the title role. 
The entire cast was as follows: 
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Andrle and Mischka. 


Otto Andrle, one of the city's most talented and 
successful artists, supervised the scenic display, selected the 
costumes and provided a very adequate setting for the somewhat 
elaborate first performance, on the evening of September 13, 
1885. 

Truly, it was a worthy production and the principals, aye 
even the humble roles assigned to the sprites, hobgoblins, 
villagers, etc., acted their various parts exceedingly well. 
But Mr. Mischka's impersonation of the rollicking and ne'er do 
well, Rip was mighty clever and his later study of the ragged, 
whitehaired and tottering old Rip descending from his mountain 
abode after his sleep of 20 years, was acclaimed by competent 
critics as a great achievement, and nearly approaching the 
performance of the gifted Jefferson in that immortal role. The 
performance was repeated the following night and many of the 
most skeptical were forced to admit that the pretentious first 
performance of the members of the circle was creditable alike 
to the circle, the church and the city. 


The circle presented "Joseph in Egypt," "Paul Pry" and a number 
of lesser pieces with great success and then it was determined 
to make another very pretentious production -- "Hamlet" no 
less.

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ST. LOUIS CIRCLE, BORN IN FATAL FIRE 
DEDICATED TO BUILDING NEW CHURCH ITS MEMBERSHIP CONTINUES ON

On the evening of March 25, 1885, several hundred 
worshippers knelt in a plain brick building at the corner of 
Main and Edward streets. 

But for the stained glass windows and the steeple with a 
great iron cross, a passer-by would hardly know it was a church 
-- in fact, the oldest Roman Catholic church in Buffalo. 

It was the regular evening service and as the choir 
intoned the responses, Father Joseph M. Sorg, pastor, spoke 
stately words of the liturgy. 

Probably the last thing in the minds of those listeners to 
the traditional service was that the church in which they sat 
had only a few hours of life. Built nearly fifty years before, 
it seemed as eternal as the religion it housed. 

But even as the words of the benediction rang out and the 
congregation rose to leave, the spark of fate was being kindled 
in the building next door, the old Music hall. 

At least one member of that congregation retains a vivid 
impression of that memorable night. He is Edward J. White, now 
custodian of the St. Louis church school, and then a boy of 
fourteen. 

He remembers how the worshippers issuing from the church 
were assailed with a wave of smoke pouring from the Music hall 
windows and how intermittent bursts of flame could be seen 
lighting up the dark interior. 

He remembers how one fire apparatus after another 
clattered and clanged up to the burning building until the 
entire Buffalo fire department was fighting vainly to control 
the raging flame. 

White remembers too how the population of Buffalo from 
miles around gathered to view the greatest conflagration -in the 
city's history. 

But most sharply-outlined of all, there returns to his 
mind a picture of two boys climbing the steeples of St. Louis 
church to get a better view of the fire and a third, himself, 
attempting to follow after them. 

"I was starting to clamber up the steeple after them when 
I noticed that showers of sparks from the burning Music hall 
had ignited the side of the church. I immediately gave up my 
expedition. 

"It was only a matter of minutes before the church was a 


mass of flames. The two in the steeple were trapped. Women in 
the crowd screamed and men shouted. It was a regular bedlam. 
Then a fireman -- I even remember that his name was George 
Roth, because he became a byword for heroism -- started up the 
tower after the boys. 

"Down on the street fireman and bystanders held a net 
ready ana called to the pair =o jump for it. One of them did, 
He missed. We won't go into the details. 

"The other boy, afraid of the jump, attempted to slide 
down. The crowd gazed breathstruck at his perilous descent. 
Suddenly his foot slipped. A cry went up as spectators watched 
his body hurtle through the gaping roof and disappear into the 
lolbhain ae) Velmimarclon 

"Finally the brave fireman became enveloped in the 
mounting flame and smoke. He was never seen again. The church 
burned throughout the night and by morning it was just a gaunt 
hulk. It was a terrible night. I shall never forget it." 

Almost while the embers of the old church were still 
smouldering, however, there was born an idea in the minds of a 
dozen very young men of the congregation. This idea was to 
result in two great achievements for St. Louis parish --namely, 
the establishment of the oldest amateur dramatic society of 
continuous existence in the country, and the construction of 
what is generally regarded as the finest Roman Catholic Gothic 
church between New York and Chicago. 

How the two are connected is revealed by the charter of 
the St. Louis Dramatic Circle, drawn up in June, 1885. Its 
primary purpose is the earning of funds to aid in the building 
of a new church. Its secondary aim, and in reality the more 
important one, since it has held to this day, long after the 
magnificent edifice that now stands at Main and Edward streets 
has attained its full majority, "shall be the diffusion of 
knowledge and mutual advancement in acting among its members.” 


* * * 


Today, with the 50th celebration of the group's founding 
planned for next spring, it is well to cast a backward glance 
over its history and achievements. For the circle has included 
many prominent Buffalonians in its membership, has played a 
leading part in the life of the community and still functions 
with all the spirit and enthusiasm that initiated it. 

Only two of the sixteen charter members who organized the 
circle are alive and active today. They are Mr. White and Fred 
A. Zorn of 146 Winston road. Included in the group, however, 
were such names as W.J. Schreck, now Msgr. Schreck, pastor of 
St. Gerard's church, who was recently invested with the robes 
of domestic prelate. 

President of the original circle was Otto F. Andrle, who 
became a well-known professional actor, playing leading 
Shakespearian roles with E.H. Sothern and other prominent 
actors of the day. The late Edward F. Mischka was elected vice 
president, with Charles M. Weyand as secretary and Adolph 
We Weie als Wie Ses sel - 

Other members included Adam Dory, Albert Zahm, Albert 
Rose, J.L. Wex, L.J. Roth, Alois P. Andrle, Charles Deck, J.C. 
Hasenzahl and Charles Bessinger. 


The first play was produced in St. Louis school hall Sept. 
ig—i4, 1885. “It was Ehe Legend of the Catskills, Stearning 
Edward F. Mischka as Rip Van Winkle. Costumes, scenery and 
stage properties were the work of members, as well as the 
finished acting of the piece, produced under the direction of 
Otto Andrle, already an actor of some note. 

At this point it is well to inject the explanation that, 
while women took part in the plays, none was ever admitted to 
membership. It has always been strictly a men's club, 
including as one of its chief activities the tapping of beer 
kegs in monthly social gatherings in the clubrooms. 

Present members of the circle decline to state whether 
uhey aetribute the organizations longevity oe Ehis Circumstance 
on the ground that an answer might tend to incriminate 
themselves. 

The Rip Van Winkle play, The Legend of the Catskills, was 
an immediate success and other productions followed in the 
school hall, the most notable of which was the production of 
Hamlet in December, 1887, with Otto Andrle in the title role, 
the present Msgr. Schreck in an important part, George L. 
Hager, now City Court Judge Hager, as Horatio, and Edward 
Mischka as Laertes. 

Mr. White recalls that the old time audiences were so 
great that on one occasion the floor sagged, causing a near 
panic among the seated spectators and scores who availed 
themselves of standing room. He also remembers how the actors 
were still cutting their costumes when the curtain was about to 
rise. Today the palace scene for this production, designed 
entirely by the members. is still standing on the stage in the 
club's headquarters on the third floor of the school hall. 

Other plays produced in the school with great effect 
during these early years were Joseph in Egypt, Paul Pry, Good 
for Nothing, Slasher and Crasher and The Bells. 

The latter production provided an amusing incident which 
illustrates the continual problems that beset the actors and 
their triumphant solving of them. The play called for a horse 
and, instead of being content with the usual pseudo steed 
operated by two unsychronized humans, the hardy thespians 
decided on having the real thing.

The membership of the club increased by leaps and bounds and 
its patronage grew to such an extent that the school hall was 
no longer adequate for the productions. 

Concert hall, the Music hall, the Teck theater, Shea's 
theater and the Majestic theater were the scenes of subsequent 


performances which have been given less frequently but with 
equal success down to the present day. 

Some of the red letter days in the circle's dramatic 
history have included the tenth anniversary production of The 
Signal, Jan 7, 1896 in the Music hall, the 20th anniversary 
production of Paul Revere at the Teck theater May 14, 1905, and 
the 25 anniversary play Old Jed Prouty at Shea's theater, May 
29; 910, 

The last anniversary which was noted with a special 
performance was the 40th, when the members put on To the Ladies 
at the Majestic theater May 17, 1925. Since then the circle 
has produced Turn to the Right, Easy Payments and the County 
Chairman, all comedies. The last-named was given May 26, 1929 
at the Teck theater. 

For its 50th anniversary performance next spring the St. 
Louis Dramatic Circle plans to produce The Dictator, a three 
act play by Richard Harding Davis.

He is 66 now 
and hale and hearty, picking up hefty boards and tossing them 
about like matchsticks. 

Then there is Frank Diebold, who works for the Erie 
railroad and still acts in most of the plays, and who joined 
the circle shortly after its founding. And there is Carl 
Albert of the Education department in City hall, also a veteran 
member. 

And so the fire that seemed so disastrous that night in 
1885 has proved in some respects at least a blessing in 
disguise. It has certainly brought 50 years of good fellowship 
to the members of the St. Louis Dramatic Circle and has 
resulted in some of the best amateur play productions witnessed 
in Buffalo. The passing of its half century mark will be 
anticipated eagerly by those who know the caliber of the plays 
that have always marked its anniversaries. 


ST. LOUIS CIRCLE, BORN IN FATAL FIRE 
DEDICATED TO BUILDING NEW CHURCH ITS MEMBERSHIP CONTINUES ON

On the evening of March 25, 1885, several hundred 
worshippers knelt in a plain brick building at the corner of 
Main and Edward streets. 

But for the stained glass windows and the steeple with 
a great iron cross, a passer-by would hardly know that it was 
a church — in fact, the oldest Roman Catholic church in 
Buffalo, 

It was the regular evening service and as the choir 
intoned the responses, Father Joseph M. Sorg, pastor, spoke 
stately words of the liturgy. 

Probably the last thing in the minds of those listeners 
to the traditional service was that the church in which they 
sat had only a few hours of life. Built nearly fifty years 
before, it seemed as eternal as the religion it housed. 

But even as the words of the benediction rang out and 
the congregation rose to leave, the spark of fate was being 
kindled in the building next door, the old Music hall. 

At least one member of that congregation retains a 
vivid impression of that memorable night. He is Edward J. 
White, now custodian of the St. Louis church school, and 
then a boy of fourteen. 

He remembers how the worshippers issuing from the 
Church were assailed with a wave of smoke pouring from the 
Music hall windows and how intermittent bursts of flame 
could be seen lighting up the dark interior. 

He remembers how one fire apparatus after another 
clattered and clanged up to the burning building until the 
entire Buffalo fire department was fighting vainly to 
control the raging flame. 

White remembers too how the population of Buffalo from 
miles around gathered to view the greatest conflagration 
in the city’s history. 

But most sharply-outlined of all, there returns to his 
mind a picture of two boys climbing the steeples of St. 
Louis church to get a better view of the fire and a third, 
himself, attempting to follow after them. 

"I was starting to clamber up the steeple after them 
when I noticed that showers of sparks from the burning 
Music hall had ignited the side of the church. I immediately 
gave up my expedition. 

"It was only a matter of minutes before the church was 
a mass of flames. The two in the steeple were trapped. 
Women in the crowd screamed and men shouted. It was a 


regular bedlam. Then a fireman — I even remember that his 
name was George Roth, because he became a byword for hero- 
ism — started up the tower after the boys. 

“Down on the street firemen and bystanders held a net 
ready and called to the pair to jump for it. One of them did. 
He missed. We won't go into the details. 

"The other boy, afraid of the jump, attempted to slide 
down. The crowd gazed breathstruck at his perilous descent. 
suddenly his foot slipped. A cry went up as spectators 
watched his body hurtle through the gaping roof and disappear 
into the burning church. 

"Finally the brave fireman became enveloped in the 
mounting flame and smoke. He was never seen again. The 
church burned throught the night and by morning it was just 
a gaunt hulk. It was a terrible night. I shall never for- 
get it.” 

Almost while the embers of the old church were still 
smouldering, however, there was born an idea in the minds of 
a dozen very young men of the congregation. This idea was 
to result in two great achievements for St. Louis parish — 
namely, the establishment of the oldest amateur dramatic 
society of continuous existence in the country, and the con- 
struction of what is generally regarded as the finest Roman 
Catholic Gothic church between New York and Chicago. 

How the two are connected is revealed by the charter of 
the St. Louis Dramatic Circle, drawn up in June, 1885. Its 
primary purpose is the earning of funds to aid in the build- 
ing of a new church. Its secondary aim, and in reality the 
more important one, since it has held to this day, long af- 
ter the magnificent edifice that now stands at Main and 
Edward streets has attained its full majority, “shall be the 
diffusion of knowledge and mutual advancement in acting 
among its members." 

+ % + 
Today, with the 50th celebration of the group's founding 
planned for next spring, it is well to cast a backward glance 
over its history and achievements. For the circle has in- 
cluded many prominent Buffalonians in its membership, has 
played a leading part in the life of the community and still 
functions with all the spirit and enthusiasm that initiated 
it. 

Only two of the sixteen charter members who organized 
the circle are alive and active today. They are Mr. White 
and Fred A. Zorn of 146 Winston road. Included in the group, 
however, were such names as W.J.Schreck, now Msgr. Schreck, 
pastor of St. Gerard's church, who was recently invested 
with the robes of domestic prelate. 

President of the original circle was Otto F. Andrle, 
who became a well-known professional actor, playing leading 
Shakespearian roles with E.H. Sothern and other prominent 


actors of the day. The late Edward F. Mischka was elected 
vice president, with Charles M. Weyand as secretary and 
Adolph Zeller as treasurer. 

Other members included Adam Dory, Albert Zahm, Albert 
Rose, J.L.Wex, L.J.Roth, Alois P. Andrle, Charles Deck, 
J.C. Hasenzahl and Charles Bessinger. 

The first play was produced in St. Louis school hall 
Sept. 13-14, 1885. It was the Legend of the Catskills, 
starring Edward F. Mischka as Rip Van Winkle. Costumes, 
scenery and stage properties were the work of members, as 
well as the finished acting of the piece, produced under 
the direction of Otto Andrle, already an actor of some note. 

At this point it is well to inject the explanation 
that, while women took part in the plays, none was ever 
admitted to membership. It has always been strictly a men's 
club, including as one of its chief activities the tapping 
of beer kegs in monthly social gatherings in the clubrooms. 

Present members of the circle decline to state whether 
they attribute the organizations longevity to this circum- 
stance on the ground that an answer might tend to incrim- 
inate themselves. 

The Rip Van Winkle play, The Legend of the Catskills, 
was an immediate success and other productions followed in 
the school hall, the most notable of which was the produc- 
tion of Hamlet in December, 1887, with Otto Andrle in the 
title role, the present Msgr. Schreck in an important part, 
George L. Hager, now City Court Judge Hager, as Horatio, 
and Edward Mischka as Laertes, 

Mr. White recalls that the old time audiences were so 
great that on one occasion the floor sagged, causing a near 
panic among the seated spectators and scores who availed 
themselves of standing room. He also remembers how the 
actors were still cutting their costumes when the curtain 
was about to rise. Today the palace scene for this prod- 
uction, designed entirely by the members, is still standing 
on the stage in the club's headquarters on the third floor 
of the school hall. 

Other plays produced in the school with great effect 
during these early years were Joseph in Egypt, Paul Pry, 
Good for Nothing, Slasher and Crasher and The Bells. 

The latter production provided an amusing incident 
which illustrates the continual problems that beset the 
actors and their triumphant solving of them. The play 
called for a horse and, instead of being content with the 
usual pseudo steed operated by two unsychronized humans, the 
hardy thespians decided on having the real thing.

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DRAMA CIRCLE BEGAN AS FUND RAISERS IN '85 
No Meeting Skipped In 65-Year Existence 


Shortly arter St. Louws Church burned 2m 185, a Group of men 
parishioners banded together to raise funds for a new church. 
Their first meeting was held in a third floor room of the school 
on August 10th, 1885. With Thespian aspirations the men called 
their organization the St. Louis Dramatic Circle. The organization 
has met every month for 65 years in that same third floor school 
room behind the church. 

"To my knowledge" said Carl A. Albert, secretary, a member since 
1911, "we've never skipped a meeting." 

Although charter members are all gone, anyone in the circle can 
tell you about the "good old days" for the organization has a 
unique continuity. It boasts a number of father and son 
combinations: Albert himself belongs to a three generation set-up. 
His mother, the former Miss Emma Kirn, played a lead in one of the 
first plays in 1888. Albert's son, Robert R. Albert, is also a 
member. 


History Easily Followed 


Through beautifully written minutes, old programs and "hand-me- 
down" tales, the history of the organization is easily traced. 
Immediately the men had decided they would raise money by turning 
their talents toward the stage, they hired a coach and swung into 
rehearsal on their first production, Joseph in Egypt. Preparations 
were made with great fanfare. Programs advertised products as 
chandeliers and gas fixtures, red hot peanuts, livery stables, 
harnesses and "elegant gold papers." 

All went well until the performers tried to get the donkey up 
the three flights of stairs to the school auditorium. For a time 
it looked as if Mary would have to make the flight into Egypt on 
foot, but perseverance won over obstinacy. The play was a success 
and the Thespians were launched. 

Most of the early plays were produced in the old Teck and at the 
Majestic which stood on the present site of Victor's. Over the 
years the amateur performers became more skilled, but even so, 
stagings were not without incident. 


Tipsy kup ae Hake 


Shortly before curtain time for the play Rip Van Winkle, Rip 
disappeared. A frantic search was on. Even when Rip was finally 
found, all still seemed lost, for Rip had been celebrating. Rip's 
loyal club-members half-dragged him to the theater and shoved him 
onto the stage. The bright lights dimmed Rip's gay spirits and he 
became drowsy. The critics acclaimed that no actor had ever so 


truly Captured the spirit of Rip. 

Old programs are dotted with names which have since become 
prominent in Buffalo. A young man who had the role of Guilderstern 
in Hamlet is now known to thousands as the Rt. Rev. Msgr. William 
J. Schreck pastor of St. Gerard's Church. Charles M. Weyand, owner 
of a brewery and restaurant on the site now occupied by the 
Courier-Express, took time off from his business affairs to bow 
before the footlights. 

Otto Andrle, original coach, bade farewell to his Buffalo 
buddies to seek his fortune on Broadway. Later he became a leading 
Shakespearean actor. Even the dignity of the bench has bowed to 
plaudits. State Supreme Court Justice Paul J. Batt carried several 
leads. Miss Clara Sendker, a sister of Lieut. Alfred J. Sendker of 
the police department was a favorite with first-nighters. Albert 
has gone on to become assistant comptroller for the school 
department. 


Plays Become Infrequent 


Although movies later provided cheaper entertainment, the group 
kept up its amateur productions, but the intervals between plays 
was longer. One by one the old theaters folded and the group was 
confronted with staggering costs in producing. The last play was 
before the war. This was Room Service, which was staged in the 
Knights Of Columbus Hall. 

While the organization has always been strictly a stag affair, 
women were enlisted to fill feminine roles. Although membership is 
restricted to 30, turnover is slight. There is a pride in 
seniority. Louis Ladaescer, president, joined the Circle in 1903. 

There is a tinge of clan spirit, with fathers bringing their 
sons into membership as soon as they reach manhood. Member Karl 
Kieffer's father served as treasurer for 30 years and, upon his 
death, his son, William, took over the office and held it until 
the time of his death. Member Raymond Lux is the son of the late 
member Joseph Lux; other father and son combinations in the Circle 
include Henry Hecht and his son Robert; William Walters and his 
son Kenneth; Edward A. Rick and his son Edward. 


Social Group Now 


For a number of years, said Albert, the Circle has been mostly a 
social organization. We've all known each other for a long time 
and seldom miss a meeting. This year we are planning something 
definite im the dramatic Tine im conjunction with cur 65th 
anniversary. 

The old-timers might be a little rusty, but they've all had 
plenty of experience behind the floodlights. We've done all sorts 
of productions - comedy, tragedy and religious. In one play I had 
150 lines in one speech. If I get a part in this years play, I 
hope there's no single speech that long. Just the thought of all 
that memorizing gives me the creeps. Back in the old days, it 
wouldn't have bothered any of us a bit.
